Tugs Hasten to Rescue. 

The Ames put out a boat at once and the 
tug Perfection and the tug Green hastened 
to the rescue. Nothing could be seen of the 
ferry boat except some floating pieces of 
lumber and two or three derk spots. A 
blanket of darkness had descended upon the 
lake and the searchlight of the Ames was all 
that the rescuers had to work by. The life 
boat of the United States station at the mouth 
of the harbor reached the scene of the wreck | 
as s00n as the tugs did, and under the com- 
mand of Capt. Carland pulled Cook Kennedy 
out of the water. The Perfection saved the 
two others. 

It may be possible to raise the ferry boat 
and save its cargo, which consisted of four- 
teen cars loaded with iron ore and sixteen 
loaded with cedar poss.

It promises 
that intervention shall be short—only for the 
time necessary to reéstablish peace and make 
general elections to form a Cuban govern- 
ment. We have absolute faith In the loyalty 
of President Roosevelt and his dignified rep- 


resentatives. 


Pledged to Lay Down Arms. 

“ Once out of the power of Palma’s govern- 
ment, we have signed today a pledge to dis- 
solve the revolutionary army, which has ob- 
tained its end in taking up arms—viz.: the 
return of the Cuban people to its right to 
freely elect a government. In order to carry 


out sthe dissolution we have today appointed 


a mixed commission of Americans and Cu- 
bans to represent the revolutionary army. 
The said commissioners will take charge of 
‘ell necessary details, and we ask you and ali 
your forces to obey them. 

“We believe all conflicts with our oppo 
nents should be avoided and ask the leaders 
to take at once the mecessary measures to 
dissolve their forces as soon as possible in 
accord with the resolutions passed by the 
commissioners. 

“Our valiant brothers will soon return to 
their homes with the satisfaction of having 
struggled successfully for the triumph of jus- 
tiee and freedom in a country whose inde- 
pendence is guaranteed and respected by the 
chivalry of the powerful American nation.” 


Goes to Rebel Camps. 


After sending the above telegram the com- 
mittee went to the camps of Gens. Castillo 
and Pino Guerra to consult these leaders 
about the appointment of a commission which 
is to meet the other commission which has 
aleadry been appointed by Secretary Taft. 

The revolutionary. committee arrived at 
Arroyo Arenas about 6 o'clock tonight. The 
meeting. between Gens. Castillo, Pino Guerra, 
and <Asbert is hard to describe. An 
enthusiastic reception was accorded the 
five members of the committee who were 
released from prison this morning. 

Cheers for Réosevelt. 

After many shouts of “Cuba Libre” and 
@heers for the liberal party and each com- 
Missioner and a great ovation to Senator 
Zayas, the latter read Secretary Taft's proc- 
tamation, which was listened to with intense 
silence fora while, but when the reader came 
to the words about the Cuban flag there was 
@n outburst of joy, all the men shouting 
“Viva Taft,” “ Viva Roosevelt,” and “ Viva 
Americanos.” 

' Gen. Castillo, who was most uncompromis- 
Qng with ex-President Palma and who caused 
@ome apprehensions to the commissioners 
themselves as not being easily amenable to 
terms, was the first to express his joy. 


All Agree to Co-operate. 


After some words from Benator Zayas and 
others all agreed to codperate with the joint 
commission of Secretary Taft and the revo- 
lutionists for prompt disarmament. There 
are some small difficulties in the way, but 
these will easily be overcome. One of these 
difficulties is that some men in the revolu- 
tionary army will be afraid to return to 
their home towns if the rural guards whom 
they fought are kept there. Others want 
jobs and aspire to All vacancies in the rural 
guards. Among the leaders everything 
seems easy now. 

At 8 o'clock the commissioners met Gen. 
Funston’s commission at the American lega- 
tien to perfect plans for the disarming of 
the rebel forces. 


Taft Goes to Work. 


Gov. Taft spent the afternoon im getting a 
grasp of Cuban administrative details. He

had famillarized himself with the most avail- 
able timber for cabinet positions. 

Carloe Roloff, who has been treasurer since 
Cuba received her independence, submitted 
a financial statement on the treasury, but 
this has not been inspected. Nevertheless, 
Gov. Taft gave him a receipt for the money 
according to the statement presented and 
begged Sefior Roloff to continue in his posi- 
tiqn. 

Anarchy in the Interior. 

Later in the afternoon Gov. Taft received 
many: prominent Cubans, including the 
mayor, municipal officers, and sugar grow- 
ers and cattle. breeders of Camaguey. The 
latter complained to him that anarchy was 
rampant in the province of. Puerto Principe 
and that many of their cattle arid horses had 
been stolen, that fences have been destroyed, 
and some women assaulted. Capt. McCoy 
assured them that Américan soldiers would 
be. there within a week. 


Will Open University. 

On Monday Mr. Taft will receive the judges 
and the members of the city council. Lincoln 
Dezais, acting secretary of public instruc- 
tion, today personally invited Gov. Taft to 
preside on Monday at the annual opening of 
the University of Havana. Custom has al- 
weys accorded this honor to the chief execu- 
tive. Senator Dezais urged that the cus- 
tom should not be overlooked on account 
of the crisis in governmental affaire. Mr. 
Taft promised to attend the ceremony if 
possible. 


Guarding Against Yellowjack. 
Gov. Taft is cognizant of the presence of 
three’ cases of yellow fever in Havana, and 
is taking. special precautions to prevent the 


j infection of the American forces. 


Camp Columbia, the permanent barracks 
originally erected by the United States gO0Vv- 
ernment of intervention after the Spanish- 
American war to accommodate the American 
troops, is considered to be an ideal camp. It 
ig dry, cool, and convenient, and hasan abun- 
dant water supply. Altogether the outlook 
for the provisional government and armed 
occupation of the island is considered to be 
highly promising. 


Marines in Camp Today. 


No additional marines were landed today, 
but arrangements were perfected under the 
direction of Capt. Schroeder of the battle- 
ship Virginia, Gen. Funston, and a navy 
Surgeon to transfer a marine brigade from 
the warships to camp Columbia tomorrow. 
The landing of marines tomorrow will be as 
much for the relieving of the congestion on 
board the ships as for the protection of the 
city. The ships really are much ‘nearer Ha- 
Vana than is camp Columbia. 

The only force of American troops on duty 
in Havana tonight is made up of thirty ma- 
rines, who are guarding the treasury. They 
are encamped within the courtyard and are 
not visible from the street. 

All these precautions are in conformity with 
Gov. Taft's plan of reducing the act of inter- 
vention to a minimum by making as little 
display as possible. His idea is to make 
Cuba feel rather than see the strong arm of 
the United States. 


Taft Pleases Everybody. 

Secretary Taft's proclamation has been 
enthusiastically received throughout the 
island by both sides. Senator Dolz, presi- 
dent of the congress which went out of ex- 
istence yesterday, and who was so irreconcil- 
able toward the Americans, said today that 
the proclamation was a most notable docu- 
ment. Its pledre to Cuba was binding on 
America, and the moderhte party was willirg 
to codperate now with Secretary Taft in the 
fulfillment of his program. He considers that 
the new elections should be for all members 
of the government as well as those elected in 
the disputed elections of last year. He thinks 
the elections should not take Place in a short 
time, but should be held after alj friction is 
over. He is almost sure that then all Cubans 
will unite for one candidate, as they did in 
the first presidential! election. 


Volunteers to Be Disbanded. 

The disarmament ef the irregular troops 
raised by the Palma government, like the mi- 
litia, will be an easy maiter. They are now 
a useless burden on the treasury. 

Ex-Secretary of State O’Farril] and ex-- 
Secretary Montalvo, who directed the gov- 
ernment operations under Palma, also 
praised the proclamation in the highest 
terms.

ASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 29.—(Special)— 
A naval force of five battleships, five 
cruisers, and three auxiliaries in Havana 
harbor will uphold Gov. Taft’s authority 
under American intervention until the reg- 
ular army force arrives. 
there are two warships at Cienfuegos. Two 
battleships and one auxiliary cruiser are 
held at Boston, ready to sail at an hour’s 
notice. If necessary, too, Gov. Taft can 
call on six gunboats in Dominican waters. 
The marine force of more than 5,000 men 
will be commanded by Col. Littleton W. T. 

Waller, one of the best known officers in the marine corps. He has 

seen hard fighting service in nearly every quarter of the globe. He was 

a lieutenant when the American fleet in July, 1882, landed a force of 

marines to assist in restoring order after the British fleet had bom- 

barded Alexandria, Egypt. He made a brilliant record in the American 
contingent of the allied army that fought its way to Peking during the 
boxer revolt in 1900. Afterwards he served in the Philippines, rescu- 
ing his force after it had been betrayed by native treachery, shooting 
the treacherous guide with his own hands, and marching his men across 
the island of Samar after terrible privations. He is assisted by nearly

EUROPE HAS KO OBJECTIONS. 


American Intervention in Cuba Regard- 
ed by England as Inevitable—Ger- 
many and France Not Interested. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®.] 
LONDON, Sept. 20.—American intervention 
in Cuba will be watched with keenest interest 
here. England has believed ever since the 
conclusion of the Spanish war that ultimate 
annexation is inevitable. It threatens to 
come earlier than was expected. It is recog- 
nized, however, that this development at the 
Present moment is quite contrary to the 
wishes of the American government and 
people. 

The Spectator is the best exponent of Eng- 
lish viewe on the situation. It says nothing 
could be more embarrassing for the govern- 
ment at Washington than to have the island 
of Cuba, with all its perplexing, distracting 
internal politics thrown on its hande at the 
present moment. The British people as a 
whole fully realize what is happening in Cuba 
and how the American people are on the eve 
of being obliged by force of circumstances 
to occupy the island. As 4@ nation we have 
had plenty of similar, experience in Egypt 
and elsewhere, and we tully sympathize with 
the position of the United States government. 


Expects Some Wild Talk. 
“No doubt a certain section of Americans 
will talk wildly about “ breaches of faith ”’ 
and “ blood stained imperialism,” and no 
doubt also this wild talk will find echo on the 
continent.

How long they will remain de- 
pends on how quickly the country becomes 
quiet and the evidences it gives for remain- 
ing so. They certainly will not go before 
the new elections are held, and that cannot 
be for some time. 

Planters have been urging Gov. Taft today 
not to call elections until after next June, as 
the excitement would affect labor, which 
already is badly disorganized, at a time when 
it is most needed. 

The prospect of making the next sugar 
crop filled these'\callers with joy, as it did 
many more who called to congratulate Gov. 
Taft on the outcome. They were the ones 
who were loudest in expressing their hope 
that American occupation would be forever. 


Hardest Task of Taft’s Life. 

Gov. Taft would hazard no guess on this 
point. As he sat at his desk looking over the 
report of the new treasurer, Gen. Carlos 
Roloff, who had examined the affairs of his 
office and had reported a balance on hand of 
$12,600,000, Gov. Taft was asked if he felt 
satisfied with the result of his work. “ I have 
had the hardest time of my life,”’ he replied, 
seriously, “ but,”’ he concluded, ““you see I 
got another title cut of it. I did not need it 
and don’t want ft, but I simply had to take it.” 

While Mr. Taft as provisicnal governor will 
have a Cuban cabinet and the local machin- 
ery of government, it is believed that the 
Tnited States’ supervision of affairs here wil] 
fall to the !Ineular bureau at Washington. 
Gov. Taft probably will hand over his title 
in a short time to Gov. Winthrop of Porto 
Rico and return to Washington. 


MINISTER QUESADA QUITS POST. 


Cuban Representative at Washington 
Resigns to Facilitate Work of 
Secretary Taft. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—[Special. ]— 
Sefior Don Gonzale de Quesada, the minister 
of Cuba, appointed by President Paima, to- 
day tendered his resignation to the provision- 
al government of Cube. 

Tt is stated that Mr. Queeade hae not taken 
this step as an act of resentment or as an 
evidence of any Ill feeling toward President 
Roosevelt or the American administration, 
but that he considered it his duty to do so in 
order to facilitate the execution of the pres- 
ident’s policy toward Cuba. 

Mr. Quesada was appointed by President 
Palma to tepresent Cuba as minister to 
Washington in June, 1902, being the fret 
minis‘er assigned by the government of the 
republic to a foreign post, thus making him 
the senior of the diplomatic corps of Cuba. 

The administration had no intention of 
abolishing the legation, expecting to use 
Sefior Quesada in the settlement of numerous 
questions, many of a diplomatic character, 
which already have developed.

WITHOUT PLEDGE 


Taft Fixes No Time Limit, 
Makes No Promise of 
Independence. 


ROOSEVELT POLICY PLAIN, 


Island to Be Treated as Domestic 
Territory Where Civil Au- 
thorities Have Failed. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 29.—[Special. ]}— 
In connection with the Cuban situation these 
sensational facts stand forth prominently: 

That in his proclamation announcing Amer- 
ican intervention Secretary Taft has fixed 
no time Hmit for the expiration of American 
occupation of Cuba. | 

That the secretary has given no pledge for 
the restoration of independence to Cuba. 

That the administration is treating Cuba as 
domestic territory. 

That the military, which today wag given 
final orders to proceed to Havana, will be 
subordinate to the civil administration, save 
in the event of revolt against American rule. 

It is a commentary upon the ignorance of 
the administration’s policy which has pre- 
vailed here that the authorities who have 
been preparing for intervention had believed 
from the first that military government alone 
could be instituted in Cuba. 


Only Three Men in Secret. 

Three men oniy knew this program would 
not be carried out, the president, Secretary 
Taft, and Paul Chariton, law officer of the 
bureau of insular affairs. Mr. Chariton ren- 
dered an opinion before Secretary Taft went 
to Cuba that can be described only by the 
word revolutionary. And yet it was so in 
accordance with the law and the facts thai 
it was accepted by Secretary Taft, legal ex- 
pert as he is, without question. 

It contemplated nothing more or less than 
the treatment of Cuba practically as domes- 
tic territory and the Cuban revolution as a 
riot. 


" This view was reached by Mr. Chariton 


only after the most exhaustive study of the 
facts in connection with American interven- 
tion in behalf of Cuba, American occupation, 
American evacuation, the status of Cuba un- 
der the Platt amendment, and, finally, the 
duty of the president of the United States 
under the constitution. 


Legal Aspect of Intervention. 
In order for the people to understand the 
action of Secretary Taft in proclaiming a 
provisional government in Cuba, without 


authority from congress, but in compliance | 


with the instructions of the president, these 
points should be. considered: 

1. The Platt amendment is a law of the 
United States. 

2. The Platt amendment was incorporated 
by Cuba into her constitution. 

3. The Platt amendment is the basis of the 


treaty existing between Cuba and the United’ 


States, 
4. The constitution of the United States 


provides that congress shall legislate for the | 
general welfare of the people of the United | 


States. 

5. The maintenance of a stable government, 
as contemplated by the Platt amendment, for 
the protection of life, property, and indi- 
vidual liberty in Cuba conduces to the welfare 
of the people of the United States. 

6. The duty of the execution of the laws is 
imposed by the constitution upon the presi- 
dent of the United States. 

7. If the laws cannot be executed by the 
courts, then the military must be employed, 
and the president, as commander in chief of 
the army and navy, is authorized and directed 
to use the forces at his disposal to this end. 

8. The Platt amendment is a law of the 
United States and must be enforced by the 
president by troops, if it proves impossible 
to do so by peaceful means. 


Cuba Treated as a State. 

The course pursued by Secretary Taft has 
been in strict accordance with this view. He 
has treated Cuba exactly as if it were Amer- 
ican territory and President Palma its gov- 
ernor, instead of an independent foreign 
country with Palma its chief executive. He 
waited until the country was involved in 
grave disorder, threatening life and prop- 
erty; he waited until Palma requested inter- 
vention, and then he interfered to restore 
order and protect life and property. 

Following Taft's proclamation to the Cuban 
people, orders were issued for troops to pro- 
ceed to Cuba. 

Compare this course with that taken by 
every American president in state disturb- 
ances. Usually the president withholds in- 
terferance until an appeal has been received 


from the governor of a state, then he issues | 


a proclamation, announcing that through 
unlawful assemblages or combinations, it has 
proved impossible to enforce by the ordinary

course of judicial proceedings the laws of the 


United States; all persons engaged in the 
obstructions of the laws are warned to dis- 
perse and retire peaceably to their respective 
abodes. Then the orders are given to troops

an illegal character. 

Secretary Taft’s proclamation announces 
the continuance of Cuban administration and 
laws and closes by asking all citizens and 
residents of the island to assist him in the 
work of restoring order, tranquillity, and 
public confidence. 


Taft Calls for Troops. 
. Having observed the forme required by 
American jurisprudence, he took the final 
steps of calling for troops. This request set

McKinley’s Prophetic Message. 


In his message of 1891 President McKinley 
stated that the United States nad assumed 


‘before the world a grave responsibililty for 


the future good government of Cuba. 

“ The new Cuba yet to arise from the ashes 
of the past,” he continued, *’ must needs be 
bound to us by ties of singular intimacy and 
strength if ite enduring welfare is to be 
assured. Whether those ties shall be organic 
or conventional, the destinies of Cuba are in 
some rightful form and manner irrevocably 
Mnked with our own, but how far is for the 
future to determine in the ripeness of events.” 

Here in the language of the man who freed 
Cuba from the rule of Spain was an indica- 
tion of the extent of American interest in the 
** Pearl of the Antilles.”’ 

By the third article of the Platt amendment 
Cuba consented that the United Siates could 


‘ exercise the right to intervene for the preser- 


vation of Cuban independence and the main- 
tenance of a government adequate for the 
protection of life, property, and individual 
ifberty. 

Not a Meddlesome Law. 

In @ message to Gen. Wood, then military 
governor of Cuba, Secretary Root declared 
that this clause was not synonymous with 
intermeddling or interference with the af- 


| fairs of the Cuban government, but the

by the Cuban people. This reasoning is ex- 
pected to insure the approval of congress 
and the people for the policy that has been 
pursued. 


‘Future Depends on Cubans. 

As to the future, events must determine 
largely the action taken. The president 
and Secretary Taft would like to maintain 
a civil government in Cuba, if it be possi- 
ble. This depends entirely upon the Cubans 
themselves. If they disperse without fur- 
ther disturbance, then the peaceful policy 
ean be pursued; if they decline to return to 
their nomes and continue disorders, then the 
army must be employed and a military gov- 
ermment established. 

Mr. Charlton is fitted peculiarly to fill the 
a fficult office, having an excellent knowledge 


lof the Cuban character, combined with high 


stand.ng as a lawyer and executive. 

He has a wide acquaintance with colonial 
affairs and has solved colonial questions of 
the greatest importance to Amefican admin- 
istration in Porto Rico and the Philippines, 
besides Cuba. It has been understood for 
some time that his service aslegalacviser to 
the bureau of insular affairs Was merely pre- 
liminary to his des gnation to fill a responsible 
position in one of the American dependencies. 


Decision Is with United States. 


It is a matter of deep gratification to men 
in public life here that the proclamation is- 
sued by Secretary Taft contains nothing 
which can be construed as a pledge on the 
part of this government to abstain from con- 
tinued supervision of Cuban affairs. The 
proclamation, it is true, promises that the 
provisional government will be maintained 
“only long enough to restore order, peace, 
and public confidence * * * and then to 
hold such elections as may be necessary to 
determine on those persons upon whom the 
permanent government of the republic 
should be devolved.” 

It will be for the United States alone to de- 
termine when order, peace, and pubile con- 
fidence have been established and when it 
will prove desirable to hold elections. There 
is to be no bad faith displayed. Butt is 
believed that as a result of American admin- 
istration the Cubans themselves will appre- 
ciate the advantage of outside rule and will 
appeal to the United States to authorize 
their admission into the union. Thus wili an- 
nexation come through the will of the Cubana 
people themselves. But in the meantime 
there is to be American administration, 
either by civil officiais or by military officers, 
whichever events may show to be necessary. 


Military Rule if Necessary. 

Secretary Taft is prepared to establish a 
military government should a conflict occur 
with the Cubans. Col. Enoch Crowder, as- 
gistant judge advocate general, who is now 
on his way to Cuba, was the man who had 
more to do with the formation of military 
government in Cuba and the Phillippines 
than any other person. He will be called 
upon to see that military occupation is ac- 
complished without infraction of interna- 


tional law. .

the direction of the commanding officers in 


the field. 
Emergency Rations Ordered. 


Gen. Sharp also made arrangements for the 
immediate shipment to Newport News of 
15,000 emesgency rations. These come from 
Kansas City, where they are manufactured. 
‘An emergency ration is in a sealed can, 
weighs but twenty ounces, and has enough 
condensed food init for three meals. 

These rations are used only in cases of 
great necessity and will be given to the men 
who go out on long hikes which might take 
them away from the base of supplies. 


Plenty of Ammunition. 

The bureau of ordnance of the war depart- 
ment, of which Brig. Gen. Crozier is the head, 
has a sufficient supply of ammunition within 
easy reach to meet all possible demands. Or- 
ders were sent today to the army arsenals at 
Frankfort, Springfield, and Rock Island to 
rush ammunition and arms to Newport News. 
Every man will carry with him 200 rounds of 
ammunition for the small arms he carries, 
and the artillery will go with an equal quan- 
tity for its guns. 

Capt. W. H. Tschappat will be the chief 
ordnance officer of the first expedition. Small 
arms to the extent of 10 per cent of the total 
amount in the expedition will be sent to New- 
port News, and thence to Havana. 


Army Fully Equipped. 

The army is mow fully equipped with the 
new magazine rifle recently adopted, which 
may get a thorough test of ics usefulness. 
The new sword bayonet also will be used. 
It was adopted by the army experts because 
of its great effectiveness, as shown by the 
Japanese war, in hand to hand fighting, at 
the same time anewering all other require- 
ments equally as well as the old type of rod 
bayonet. 

The chief signal officer today ordered 125 
men from Fort Omaha and twenty-five from 
Fort Wood, N. Y., to proceed to Newport 
News. 

The signal corps doubtless will play an im- 
portant part in any operations which may 
take place. Wireless telegraph apparatus 
for field work will be transported to Cuba and 
will be utilized wherever possible. 

In making up the expedition the war de- 
partment took two battalions from each of 
the various regiments selected, thus leaving 
a battalion of each at home to look after the 
army posts and military reservations, which 
will be almost depleted of soldiers by the 
departure of the first expedition. 


Plan to Avoid Confusion. 

Brig. Gen. Beil telegraphed tonight to Brig. 
Gen. Theodore J. Wint, commanding the de- 
partment of the Missouri, with headquarters 
at Omaha, Nebd., to come to Washington with 
ali dispatch preliminary to assuming com- 
mand of the rendezvous at Newport News, 
whence the expedition will go to Cuba. 

Gen. Wint will be supreme at Newport 
News and he is expected:to prevent the con- 
fusion which existed, for instance, at Tampa 
during the war with Spain. In taking this 
step the army has adopted the course fol- 
lowed by the navy curing the war with Spain, 
when a rear admiral was stationed at Key 
West, which was the naval base, whose duty 
it wae to see that ships and supplies promptly 
reached the commander-in-chief.

The soldiers welcomed the command to make 
ready for the invasion of the island, and hur- 
riedly collected thelr-paraphérnalia for the 
trip. By night the men were pr ed to 
depart at a moment's notice.

Col. Pitcher’s statement, made when he 
was told that his command soon will be 
on the way to Newport News, was that he 
was ready at any time.

LADRONES TO DIE, SAYS COURT. 


Supreme Tribunal of the Philippines At- 
firms Sentences of Death and 
Imprisonment. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

MANILA, Sept. 20.—The Supreme court has 
affirmed the sentences of the Ladrone lead- 
ers, passed by Judge Villamor, himself a 
Filipino, last Thursday. Six are condemned 
to be hanged, five are sentenced to thirty, 
and ten to twenty years’ imprisonment at 
hard labor. 

Among those sentenced to death are Julfan 
Montalon, who led the raid on San Francisco 
de Malabon last year, when the wife and 
children of Gov. Trias were carried off; 
Macario Sakay, who was president of the so- 
called Filipino republic; Leon Villafuerte, 
an@ Lucia Davega. 

Benito Natividad, another leader of the 
Ladrones, who did much mischief tn the 
provinces of Riza] and Lagana, is among 
those sentenced to imprisonment. 

They all surrendered last July after nego- 
tiations with Dominador Gomez, a Filipino 
agitator, whom the government used for the 


purpose. 

The convicts and their friends assert that 
they were promised light sentences for sur- 
rendering, but this the government denies. 
The sentences passed upon them meet with 
the public approval.

water was a litle over three feet in the hold. 
This made us keep an eye out, but nobody 
thought of danger of the boat going down. 

“Just after I got up above I felt its keel 
under me and I saw the only thing to do was 
to leap. I sprang out as far away from the 
boat as possible and had taken a couple of 
strong strokes when it splashed over a 
couple of feet behind me. Then there was 
all kinds of confusion as the cars flopped 
back and. forth in the rough water, I guess 
some of them must have gone down with the 
weight of the ore. Those that floated had 
spilled their freight.” 


Pioneer of Car Ferries. 

The ferry was the pioneer among the car 
ferries, which have since become so impor- 
tant a factor im the railro@d traffic across 
Lake Michigan and Lake Erte. It was built, 
with its sister ship, car ferry No. 1, at West 
Bay City, _Mich., by Capt. James Davidson 
for the Wisconsin and Michigan railroad as 
a part of a novel scheme conceived by J. N. 
Faithorn, which was going to give his little 
road up in Michigan a through line. 

Four ferries were built, and unlike the 
latter day car ferries they had no power of 
their own, but were towed by powerful tugs. 
They were straight from end to end. In gen- 
erai appearance they were much like a sec- 
tion taken out of a switchyard. The cars 
were attached firmly to the rails to prevent 
them sliding off into the lake when there 
was a sea running. 

The Httle railroad finally passed into the 
assets of the Chicago National bank, and the 
ferries have run year after year fora decade. 
The disaster last night was the first serious 
mishap which has attended their operation, 
although they have navigated hundreds of 
thousands of miles. 


Yachts Damaged by Storm. 

Havoc was wrought in the fleet of yachts 
moored in the breakwater in front of the 
Columbia and Chicago Yacht clubs. Though 
protected by the outer plier a haif mile from 
shore the yachts, many of them fleet racing 
crafts and others valuable pleasure boats, 
tossed about on the surface of the water as 
if they were toys. 

One yacht, the Illinois, considered one of 
the most valuable ever built in Chicago, 
which has figured prominently in cup races, 
broke away from its moorings early in the 
afternoon and before assistance was reached 
{ts sides were broken in andits bowsprit shat- 
tered. Charles 8. Roberts is the owner. 

Three other yachts in the harbor broke 
away and threatened to send adrift a score 
of others as they were blown toward the in- 
ner pier. The Widsith, owned by L. J. Ibold, 
was the first to snap its hawser and drift 
about. It collided with the Itinois and it is 
believed caused the latter to slip from its 


moorins. 
Sloop Sinks; Yaw! Beached. 

Seboomook, owned jointly by J. F. Adams 
and C: J. Zeller, one of the costliest in the 
fleet, dragged its anchor about, and the serv- 
ices of one of the launches plying to and from 
Lincoln park were required before it was 
placed under control. After doing consid- 
erable damage to other craft it was towed 
away to an Illinois Central slip. 

One sloop, braving the gale and the sea for 
five hours, finally foundered and sunk inside 
the breakwater. A yawl anchored inside 
the breakwater was beached. 

Saturday afternoon usually is the most 
popular time for yachting and numerous 
members of the Chicago and Columbia clubs 
appeared prepared for a cruise, but imme- 
diately changed their minds when they be- 
held the lake from the verandas of their 
clubhouses. 


Save Craft from Damage. 

More than a dozen men, some yacht own- 
ers and others employés, spent the afternoon 
and evening going about from yecht to 
yacht, replacing the usual hawsers holding 
the boats at anchor. More weight was added 
to some anchors, while others were atripped 
or weighted according to their size. An all 
night guard was kept at both clubs. 

There was no sign of the usual Saturday 
night gayety on the clubhouse verandas. 
Both clubs were deserted by the usual ha- 
bitués. A few of the more experienced sail- 
ors, clad in oflskins and rubber boots, hud- 
dled in a corner of the smoking room of the 
Columbia club, and recalled former lake gales. 
It was agreed the storm was a ** third rater.”

During the windstorm in the afternoon one 
of the viaducts used by Morris & Co. to trans- 
fer cattle in the stockyards across Loomis 
street at Forty-third street, suddenly col- 
lapsed, bringing death to forty-five cattle 
which were on the platform bridgaet the 
time. Some of the animals were not killed 
outright but subsequently were shot on ac- 
count of their injuries. 

Eight other animals also were on the via- 
Guct, but were not badly hurt. Some of them 
ran loose for a time, causing excitement in 
the vicinity. It is surmised that the collapse 
of the viaduct was due tothe storm, although 
it was said that the structure was in a state 
of partial decay. 


Storm Abates at Night. 

The storm abated toward night in the city. 

The greatest velocity of wind in the lake 
region was forty-six miles, in Chicago. Storm 
warnings were sent out, but no high wind 
materialized anywhere except In and near 
Chicago. 

Cooler weather is promised for today, possi- 
bly with showers. Frost warnings were sent 
to eastern Nebraska, western Wisconsin and 
lowa, Minnesota, and northern Kansas. The 
rainfall here was 1.72 inches. At La Salle, 
Tih., it was 3.40 inches.

bishop of the diocese of Oregon yesterday. 
The ceremony, in which thirteen bishops of 
the church tn various parts of the United 
States participated, took place in the Iittle 
church where Dr. Scadding has’ labored for 
the last ten years. 

In spite of the unfavorable weather, nearly 
every seat in thé church was filled half an 
hour before the ceremony began, and by the 
time the crucifer at the head of the proces- 
sion appeared the building was crowded to 
the doors. 

The processional begam at 10:30 o'clock. 
At the head of the white robed line, imme- 
diately behind the chéir, were the clergy of 
the diocese of Chicago in the order of their 
ordination. These were followed by a delega- 
tion of visiting clergy from various parts of 
the middle west, the clergy of the diocese of 
Oregon, and clerical members of the standing 
committees and officidls of the dioceses of 
Chicago and Oregon. 


Bishops in Second Division. 

In a second division, headed by another 
crucifer, came the visiting bishops and the 
officials of the consecration. Here the vivid 
colors of the academic hoods worn by .he 
bishops, standing out sharply against the 
background of the white robes and in strik- 
ing contrast with the gray hairs of the ven- 
erable churchmen, gave the line a touch of 
almost oriental splendor. 

The division was headed by the Rev. Luther 
Pardee of Glencoe, one of the masters of 
ceremonies, and the Rev. Frank Du Moulin 
of Chicago, and the Rev. Philip K. Hammond 
of Oregon City, Ore., as attending presbyters. 
Then came Dr. Scadding, the bishop-elect, 
followed hy those of the visiting bishops who 
did not officiate. 

At the end of the procession were Bishops 
George F. Seymour of Springfield and Cort- 
landt Whitehead of Pittsburg, the presenting 
bishops; Bishop Charles P. Anderson of Chi- 
cago, the preacher; Bishops Henry C. Potter 
of New York and William A. Leonard of 
Ohio, the co-consecrators; and Bishop Daniel 
S. Tuttle of Missour!, presiding bishop of the 
United States, the consecrator.

‘As the bishops entered the sanotuary in 
front of the altar the processional hymn was 
changed to the introit, ‘‘ Where the Angel 
Hosts Adore Thee,’’ and the clergy ranged 
themselves before the aiiar, Bishop Tuttle, 
in the center, raising his arm at the close of 
the hymn to administer the holy communion. 
On account of the length of the service only 
the bishops and such of the visiting clergy as 
desired were admitted to the eucharist. 

After the reading of the epistie and the 
gospel, the Nicene creed was repeated by the 
entire congregation. The consecration ser- 
mon followed. 

“ Three phases of Christian experience need 
emphasis in our time,” said Bishop Ander- 
son. “They are its comprehensiveness, its 
supernaturalinegs, and ite reality. 

“You see something like warfare im the 
church today, as always. Yousee controver- 
sies, arguments, wranglings. jealousies, You 
see the dispute about high church, low 
church, and broad church. Now, I mean no 
disrespect when I say that this last contro- 
versy seems to me silly. The heresy of every 
one of such positions is none in itself. It 
exists in the trying of each to exclude the 
other. Believe me, ecclesiastical unity never 
will be brought about by declarations of war. 

“There are those nowadays who say there 
are ho angels. I don’t know by what process, 
inductive or deductive, they learn that. 
Christ says there are angels, and I believe 
he knows more about it than all the work 
put together. We don't realize how close 
to the earth we get in the days in which we 
are living. We are judging things by ma- 
terialistic standards, until we are unable to 
see God as he ts.”

Then followed the promise of conformity 
by the bishop-elect ta“ the doctrine, disci- 
pline, and worship of te church,”’ the inton- 
ing of the litany, the¥examination by the 
presiding bishop, the putting on of the bish- 
op’s vestments, and the consecration in the 
ritual of the prayer bork. 

“ Be to the flock of “™hr‘st a shepherd, not 
a wolf,”’ said Bishop Tuttle as the new bishop 
kneit before him.

Hold up the weak, heal the sick, bind 
up the broken, seek the lost. Be so merciful 
that you be not remiss; so administer disci- 
pline that you forget not mercy.”’ 

Then, with the celebration of the Agnus 
Dei and the recessional, the impressive serv- 
ice was ended. At the close of the consecra- 
tion a luncheon was served to 125 of the vis- 
iting clergy and a part of the visiting laymen. 


Banquet for the Clergy. 


In the evening the Church club of Chi- 
ago gave a banquet at the Auditorium in 
honor of Bishop Scadding. About 200 of 
the bishops, clergy, and laymen were present.

WESTERN RAILROADS PUSH 
U. P.-PEAVEY ELEVATOR CASE. 


Hearing Will Be Resumed Tomorrow by 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
Continue All the Week. 


Western railroads are preparing to renew 
with redoubled energy their struggle over 
the question of paying allowances to ele- 
vators when the interstate commerce com- 
mission returns to Chicago tomorrow to re- 
sume its hearings of the Peavey elevator 
case. The arguments made and evidence in- 
troduced when the commission was here 
two weeks ago were but preliminary to the 
big fight, which promises to be one of the 
hardest contests ever waged before the com- 
mission. 

It is expected the taking of testimony will 
occupy at least the entire week. A traffic 
official of one of the interested lines stated 
yesterday that elevator proprietors and 
other shippers in all parts of the’ west who 
claim they have been Injured have been 
volunteering their assistance to the roads. 
The final arguments in the case will be made 
before the commission at Washington next 
week. 

The only railroads directly attacking the 
Union Pacific-Peavey contract are the Chi- 
cago Great Western, Burlington, and Santa 
Fé, but they are understood to have the 
moral backing of most of the western lines. 

The Missouri Pacific is to run a train in 
Missouri to show the advantages and best 
means of raising poultry. It will be the first 
train of the kind ever sent out, and will carry 
incubators and all other poultry raising ap- 
pliances and all kinde of poultry feed. Its 
first trip will be through the southeastern 
part of the state and will last from Oct. 8 
to 20. 

Orders have been given for 17,050 freight 
cars for the New York Central lines, delivery 
to be made in 1007. A consignment of sixty 
freight engines, twenty switch engines, 2,000 
box cars, and 4,000 coal cars is now being de- 


livered to the Wabash.

As the convey- 
ance drove up within ‘a stone’s throw of the 
principal performers Mr. McCutcheon at- 
tempted to take a few photographs of the 
scene. « 5 

Chased by Persian Crowd. 

Immediately pandemonium broke loose. 
The carriage was surrounded by scores of in- 
dignant natives, who by their manner threat- 
ened destruction to the visitors. The Eng- 
lishman, accustomed to the ways of the peo- 
ple, advised Mr. McCutcheon to take the 
films out of his camera and destroy them 
as a peace offering. This he did, but the act 
only served to appease them in part, and the 
threats continued. 

Then Mr. McCutcheon held his camera 
above his head, turning it over and over to 
show it was empty. At the same time Mr. 
Brice whispered to the driver to hurry on. 
The latter lashed his horses into a gallop 
while the crowd followed but soon was dis- 
tanced. There were no more pictures taken 
of public ceremonies after that. 

Mr. McCutcheon and Mr. Brice left New 
York early in May, going direct from Paris 
to Warsaw and then to Odessa. At the lat- 
ter port they took a steamer for the Crimea, 
Sevastopol, and Batoum. From: there they 
journeyed to Tiflis, where the terrorists held 
full sway. Only afew days before their ar- 
rival the chief of police and the governor of 
the province were attacked by assassins. 

From Tiflis the travelers visited Mount 
Ararat, returning to cross the great Georgian 
military road over the Caucasus. This road 
{s 185 miles long, crossing the highest moun- 
tains, and ending at Viadikavkoz, in Russian 
territory. From there they journeyed to 
Baku and crossed the Caspian sea to the 
Kraznovodsk terminus of the Transcaspian 
railroad. The next stop was at Askavad, 
from which point they journeyed south into 
Persia. 

Visit Little Known Cities. 

There first stop of moment on this trip was 
at Meshed, known as the Holy city. Few 
Europeans have ever visited this spot, as they 
are not welcomed. McCutcheon and his part- 
ner were not molested, however, and they 
continued on to Merv, referred to by tbe 
natives as the queen’of the world. Then 
they continued north togBokhara in Turkes- 
tan, to Samarcand, Ta@shkend, capital of 
Turkestam and to Kokand, noted for the 
quality of silk produced. 

Andijan, a city wrecked by earthquake a 
few years ago, was visited, and then Osh, the 
last outpost of the Russian nation, was their 
stopping place for sometime. Here a cara- 
van of éleven horses was organized and the 
journey continued across the Alai mountains 
into Chinese territory. It took fourteen days 
to reach Kashgar. The journey was con- 
tinued over 1,000 miles north by wagon and 
caravan and boat, finally ending at Omsk, on 
the Siberian railway. The final lap of the 
journey from Omsk to Moscow and Bt. 
Petersburg was completed by rail. 

Mr. .cCutcheon took in all probably 1,500 
photographs, some of which he may embody 
in a book teHing of his journey. Both he and 
his companion enjoyed excellent health. They 
slept much of the time in a peculiar wagon 


or tent made of felt and fur robes, in which 
the nomadic tribes of central Asia live the 
whole year around.

Out of Existence and 
Wrecks Cities. 


150 DEAD; LOSS $10,000,000. 


Mobile Is Heaviest Sufferer, with 
100 Casualties; Shore Lit- 
tered with Hulks.

New Orleans. Sept. 29.—[Special. ]—Some 
. estimate of the devastation wrought by the 
' storm along the 150 miles of coast between 
. this city and Pensacola, Fla., was made pos- 
' pible today. 


™ The total lose of life will not, it is certain, 


De less than 150, and the damage to prop- 
erty easily will exceed $10,000,000. 

At least four of the picturesque Iittle 
towns planted on the brink of the gulf have 
been wiped out of existence, while the fate 
of others is still a matier of doubt 
In the wrecked and ruined larger cities the 
greatest misery and desolation prevails, hun- 
ger alrendy having added its sting to the 
horror. A terrific downpour of rain east- 
ward from Mobile today increased the suffer- 
ing. : 

The coast for a hundred miies is Mttered 
with wrecks and scores of bodies have been 
washed ashore. Lighthouses have been 
swept away, the keeper, his wife, and daugh-

New Orleans Suffers Little. 


New Orleans itself escaped with little dam- 
age and so far as reparted the loss of life 
here does not exceed ten drowned. 

The lose was heaviest among shipping. 
Eight large sailing vessels and about thirty 
emall vessels were wrecked and Ship island, 
Cat island, and Horn island were submerged. 

The federal quarantine station on Ship 
island was badly damaged and about $1,000,- 
000 damage was done to property on the main 
land. 

In Mobile the number of dead today is esti- 
mated at 100, including six lives lost at Fort 
Morgan. The property loss in Mobile will 
exceed $4,000,000. At Pensacola, Fla., twen- 


! ty-five persons are dead and the property loss

exceeds $3,000,000. 


Coast Towns Wiped Out. 


Every house in the village of Navyport, 
Bayou La Bahe, and Coden were wiped out 
of existence. Several persons are reported 
to have lost their lives at Coden. 

Every house in the village of Navy Port,

was wrecked and sevem lives lost. Greater 
loss of life is reported from Dauphim island, 
which was submerged and ithe residents 
forced to flee in boats. One boat, with thir- 
teen persons on board, is believed to have 
gone down in the storm. 


Find Bodies Along Ruined Shore. 


The entire west shore below Mobile is re- 
ported completely devastated. Twenty-five 
bodies have been recovered, and thirty more 
were reported as known to have perished. 
Many Bodies of negroes are included in this 
report, and the survivors of the race are 
terror stricken and helpless. 

The whites of the vicinity, as well as many 
from Mobile, are reported as having heavily 
armed themselves and patrolling as much 
of the devastated territory as possible, in 
order to protect the victims and their prop- 
erty. and to compel the uninjured and terri- 
fied negroes to assist in the work of salvage. 

Among the dead are some of the most prom- 
fnent people of the coast, Including the wife 
and youngest daughter, of State Senator S. 
McRae of Washington county, Maj. D. J. 
Stevens, Olive Werneth, and H. G. Turner, 
a leading lumberman. 


Train Held Up for Fifty Hours. 


From the hitherto isolated gukf coast dis- 
trict immediately east of Mobile the first 
news arrived here today. The report told 
of Mves lost in the guif and great damage 
to shipping, but indicated that on land few 
if any persons were killed by the hurricane. 
Property damage in this district was large. 
“The report was brought by passengers on 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad who 
passed through Mobile at the beginning of 
»the hurricane and who for about fifty hours 
after the storm had stopped their train at 
Seranton, Miss., ,were shut off from com- 
munication with the rest off the world. 
Ventilators were blown out of the coaches 
when Shortly before daylight Thursday 
morning the wind became so violent that 
orders were issued to hold the train. 


Lightkeepers Swept Away. 

After the storm subsided one of the saddest 
stories of the hurricane was brought into 
Scranton. A tug left Scranton before the 
storm reached its height and ran to Horn 
island, out in the gulf. offering to take ashore 
Capt. Johnson, keeper of the Horn island 
light. and his wife and daughter. Capt. 
Johnson refused to leave the light ‘and his 
wife and daughter wdéuld not separate from 
him. After the storm the tug went out again. 
‘The lighthouse had been destroyed, and hours 
of search failed to reveal any sign of the fate 
which overtook its keeper. 

First reports were receivéd from Southwest 
Pass today, and said that eight barges, carry- 
ing a large amount of cement for the govern- 
ment contract at the pass, were sunk during 
the storm. No lives were lost: 

The lighthouse tender Magnolia, command- 
ed by J. H. Sears, in charge of United States 
lighthouse inspection, left here today to in- 
vestigate the damage to the lighthouses. 


Rain Again Floods Pensacola, 

Pensacola, Fia., Sept. 20.—Nearly seven 
inches of rain fell here todmy, flooding the 
streets and seriousiy interfering with the 
work of recovering the dead and clearing 
the streets of débris caused by Thursday’s 
siorm. 

The extent of the destruction wrought 
by the hurricane here Thursday is now being 
realized. Twenty-five persons are known to 
have been drowned. 

Looters followed in the wake of the hurri- 
cane and extra policemen are on guard. Calis 
for charity have been made to assist the 
poor and everything possible is being done 
to relleve the 2,000 homeless. 

Santa Rosa quarantine, across the bay from 
the city, has been demolished. There were 
eight seamen in the hospital from.a British 
steamer. The hospital building was carried 
away, the eight men clinging to the roof.

Big Death List at Mobile. 


Mobile, Ala., Sept. 29.—Business was par- 
tlaily resumed in Mobile today. The city 
authorities are clearing the streets of the 
débris as rapidly as possible. The street cars 
are expected to resume service by Sunday 
night. The Postal and Western Union Tele- 
graph companies are still out of business, 
their wires being down in every direction. 

Between 75 and 100 lives lost, fully two 
score vessels driven ashore or wrecked in 
various parts of the gulf of Mexico, damage 
amounting to $4.500.000 In the city of Mobile, 
and to the extent of millions or more at out- 
side points is the record of the storm. No 
accurate estimate of the number of the cas- 
wailties can be made today. and it is doubtful 
if it will be known for a week or more. 


The storm, which was first noticed by the 
weather bureau when between Jamaica and 
Cuba, made its appearances in the neighbor-

PACKERS RUSH TO GET STAMP. 


Approach of Oct. 1 Brings to Small 
Plants Realization of Necessity of 
Uncle Sam’s Approval. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 29.— Beginning 
Monday, the railroads will refuse to accept 
meat in Interstate commerce which does not 
bear the stamp of inspection from the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Realizing that their business may be seri- 
ously hindered by the provisions of the new 
meat inspection law, many ema!! packers 
have appealed to Secretary Wilson within the 
last few days to inspect their plants and 
grant them the inspection stamp. But a 
large number will be disappointed. 

Since July 1 the department of agriculture 
has appointed 1,000 meat inspectors, 25 per 
cent of whom are veterinarians. Several 
hundred more will be required. 

Four hundred plants are now under gov- 
ernment supervision. Secretary Wilson said 
tonight that many have made extensive im- 
provements. He spoke highly of their sani- 
tary condition. Twenty-seven establish- 
ments have been refused inspection under 
the new law because of their insanitary con- 
dition, 
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Has Unique Distinction

NO NAPKIN; SHIP’S CIGAR. 


President Refuses Anything the 
‘Boys’ Can’t Have; Praises Gun- 
ners After i Practice. 


Barnstable, Mass., Sept. 2.—President 
Roosevelt messed with the sailors of the bat- 
tleship Missouri ‘today and made that crew 
the proudest inthe navy. He ate and enjoyed 
the dinmer served to the jackies, and after- 


| ward emoked with them cigars they bought 


for him in the ship’s canteen. 

The president's action was a complete sur- 
prise to both officers and men. He boarded 
the Missouri early today to witness the target 
practice of the north Atlantic fleet off Cape 
Cod. The Missouri had left the target 
ground and returned to its anchorage when 
the first mess call wae sounded on a marine’s 
trumpet. While the call wasringing through 
the ship the president whispered to Admiral 
Evans that he and his guests would like to 
take dinner with the sailors. 

Admiral Evans at once issued the necessary 
orders. 
surprise when they saw President Roosevelt 
walk on the after gundeck and take his place 
at a table, where he and. his guests had served 
to them the same mess that was being served 
to the sailors at the surroa:nding tables. 

Disdains Napkin; Fares Like Men. 

One of the men, observing that there were 
no napkins on the president’s table, rushed 
to the wardroom to procure the necessary 
table linen. When he returned the president 
thanked him, but said he was “ dining with 
the boys today,”’ and would have no privileges 
which they did not eénjoy.. The sailors, 
pleased with the president’s action, took no 
further steps until at the conclusion of the 
dinner, when they sent to the president’s 
table a box of cigars which had been ob- 
tained by subscription from the navy can- 
teen. 

A short time later, when President Roose- 
velt went ashore, the cheers of the Missouri 
rang in his ears until he was out of hearing. 

During his few hours’ stay on the Missouri 
the president inspected every nook and cor- 
ner of the battleship, and showed the keenest 
interest in the working of the big guns. While 
the six inch guns were pounding at targets 
anchored 1,680 yards away the president 
stood behind the gun crew and watched 
through a strong glass the admirable marks- 
manship displayed. Every shot fired found 
the target, not a miss being recorded. When 
the ship turned and went back over the 
course President Roosevelt went to the for- 
ward turret, where the big twelve inch guns 
were being prepared, though during the firing 
of there guns he did not remain in thé turret. 


Is Photographed with Gun Crew. 

To show the president the value of the team 

work in training, trials were held from the 
turret and six.inch guns, the maneuvers be- 
ing the s.me as in actual firing, except that 
dummy charges were used instead of powder. 
This was followed by the target practice at 
1,680 yards with six inch guns and 12 inch 
turret guns, the speed of the ship being 1¢ 
knots and the size of the targets seventeen 
) to twenty-one feet. The forward turret, in 
charge of Lieut. T. L. Johngon, fired eight 
shots, making eight hits, in one run across 
the range, at the rate of 2.28 hits per turret 
per minute. The first six inch gun pointer 
made 9.23 hits per gun per minute. 

As the ship returned to its anchorage a 
newspaper photographer asked the president 
to pose for a picture, and he immediately give 
his consent ‘on condition that his picture be 
taken with the victorious gun crew. He was 
enthusiastic in his praise of the battleship’s 
gunnery.

TARIFF REVISION 
BAY STATESLOGAN.

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from their old protective principles. Exactly 
the contrary is provided. The tariff revision 
republicans here, under the leadership of Mr. 
Foss, have not the slightest idea of abandon- 
ing the general principle of a protective 
tariff. They merely belleve with President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Taft and other well 
known party leaders that the tariff adopted 
with some haste in 1897 now has become 
antiquated and unjust through the operation 
of ordinary commercial laws. 

This mild form of tariff revision sentiment 
is not even peculiar to Massachusetts. It 
may be found almost anywhere in New Eng- 
land, and this is the curious thing about this 
economic revolution, because it was here 
that the protective tariff was born. Through- 
out Connecticut, Rhode Island, and Massa- 
chusetts, as well as in the manufacturing 
towns of New Hampshire, one may find the 
republicans seriously considering the neces- 
sity, not of free trade, but of a sensible, hon- 
eat revision of the tariff which will wipe out 
monopoly and reduce prices without at the 
same time affecting the principle of protec- 
tion to American industry. 


-. Roosevelt Likely to. Urge Revision. 

’ Some of the republican leaders here say 
that while the tariff is not to be made a 
general issue in the congressional elections 
this fall, they have reason to believe that 
President Roosevelt, having secured the 
passage of his railroad measure. now will 
turn his attention to tariff revision, and will 
in December send a message to congress ad- 
vising that the preliminary steps to that end 
should be taken immediately. 

When congress meets in December the néw 
house of representatives will have been 
elected. The tariff question therefore can be 
taken up by the members without any dis- 
astrous political effect. The present house 
of representatives concludes its existence 
next) March. This wiil be the short session 
of congress, and it is quite evident that any 
such extensive undertaking as-the revision 
ef the tariff cannot be concluded this winter. 
It ig quite possible, however, that a joint 
committee or a commission representing the 
two houses of congress can be appointed this 
winter to make a general study of the tariff 
situation and recommend some action forthe 
succeeding congress. 

Among most of the public men who have 
given careful consideration to the tariff sys- 
tem there is a growing belief there mast be a 
combination of lower tariff with reciprocity. 
This idea is particularly peculiar in New 
England. The big mill owners are by no 
meanhs-disposed to advocate any serious at- 
tack upon the schedules on cotton and woolen 
manufactures, and even the shoe manufac- 
turers, who have been praying so ineffect- 
ively for free hides, are by no means dis- 
posed to agree to the abolition of the duty 
on certain grades of fine shoes. ; 

Reciprocity Principle Is Advocated. 

A maximum and minimum tariff involving, 
as it may do, the principle of reciprocity 
would be extremely satisfactory to the fac- 
tory classes in Massachusetts, and the 
chances are that any kind of tariff revision 
which comes about through republican efforts 
during the next few years will be in that 
direction. A maximum and minimum tariff 
can be so adjusted as to afford the largest 
amount of protection and at the same time 
offer in@ucements to high tariff countries like 
Canada, Germany, and France to make trade 


concessions to the United States. 


It is this solution of the tariff difficulty 
which the republicans hereabout are looking 
for. And it is in this connection, it is be- 
lieved, the president will urge congress to 
take the subject into consideration in a pre- 
liminary way this winter. 


TELESCOPE OF GREAT SIZE 
TO BE BUILT BY PROF. HALE. 


Former University of Chicago Man Pro- 
jects a Reflector 100 Inches in Diame- 
ter for Mount Wilson Observatory. 


Another giant telescope Is to be built, be- 
side which all now in use will be as pigmies. 
The new instrument is projected by Prof. 
George E. Hale, head of the astronomical re- 
search department of the University of Chi- 
cago, and director of the Yerkes observatory 
from the time of its establishment until his 
removal to Pasadena, Cal., three years ago 
to take charge of the observatory on the sum- 
mit of Mount Wilson. The announcement is 
made in the pages of Prof. Hale’s Astrophy- 
sical Jourfeh just being issued from the Uni- 
versity of icago press. 

The object glass of this new instrument, 
which is to cost $40,000, will be a disk of giass 
100 inches in diameter and 13 inches thick. 
This glass will weigh four and one-half tons. 
It ie to be cast in France, and ground and 
polished at Mount Wiison by Prof. G. Willis 
Ritchey. 

This mammoth telescope was made possi- 
ble by a gift to the Carnegie institute, of 
which the Mount Wilson observatory is a 
part, of $40,000 for the express purpose, by 
John D. Hooker of Los Angeles. This fund 
will pay for the glass and all the expenses of 
making it a perfect mirror. It does not pro- 
vide for the mounting, which must come later 
from -some other source.

London Journals Characterize 
His Buffalo Success as Dis- 
honor’s Climax.

Editor’s Organization Pulls Off | 


Its Candidates for Three 
State Offices.

LONDON, Sept. 20:—American affairs are | 
occupying a larger share of attention in the | 
English and European press than ever be- | 


fore. This is partially accounted for by the 
absence of events of stirring importance in 
the old world. But itis also significant of the 
final recognition of America’s full member- | 
ship in the family of nations. 

The whole press of London this week has | 
described in considerable detail the progress 
of the New York gubernatorial campaign. | 
This is something almost unprecedented in | 
London journalism. 

The labored attempts of some writers to ex- | 
plain the situation have been amusing to | 
American readers. On one point, though, | 
there was general agreement. The English | 
public has been given to understand that | 
Hearst’s candidacy epitomizes all that is 
abhorrent and corrupt in American politics. | 
The reasons for reaching this conclusion are | 
found chiefly in descriptions of the Buffalo | 
convention, wherein all reports substantially 
agree. 

‘Hearst’s Methods Astound Them. 

London editors find it difficult to believe 
some accounts which have been given of the 
mendacity, unecrupulousness, and defiance of 
all principles of honor and decency, but they 
unite in declaring it incredible that such a 
nomination will find confirmation in, the 
suffrages of the people of as great a state as 
New York. 

The North American Review’s denuncia- 
tion of the democratic candidate has been 
widely reproduced. It has had an extraor- 
dinary effect on the English mind. 

The bitterness of American political con- 
troversies is not ynderstood in this country. 
Consequently the tendency is to regard the 
present contest as unprecedented in im- 
portance for the whole American people. En- 
glishmen, in fact, consider the New York 
campaign a critical struggle between the 
forces of good and evil in American politics. } 
If they exaggerate its significance it still must 
be remembered that their opinion is disin- 
terested and it is well to know beforehand 
how they will interpret the result. 


Independence League Men Resign. 

New York, Sept. 29.—[Special.}—William R. 
Hearst gpparently is planning to make it 
sure he will be-.a factor to be reckoned with 
in this state in 1908 should he be defeated for 
governor at the nextelectipn. 

The executive committee of the Independ- 
ence league, at a meeting in the Gilsey house 
today, decided to go ahead on the proposition 
to put the league ticket in the field by peti- 
tion. But the names of all candidates selected 
by the league’s convention in Carnégie hall 
on Sept. 12, except those nominated with 
Hearst at Buffalo, have been erased from 
the list and for them has been substituted 
the democratic list. 

In event that 10,000 votes are cast under the 
emblem of the Independence league that or- 
ganization under the law would become a 
regular state party and two years from now 
it would be entitled to a column on the official 
ballot and to nominate its candidates by con- 
vention instead of by petition. 

At to-day’s meeting at the Gilsey house 
letters were read from John Ford, C. H. W. 
Auel, and Fraak L. Getman, the league's 
candidates for attorney general, state con- 
troller, and state engineer, asking that their 
names be withdrawn from the ticket. After 
the resignations had been accepted the com- 
mittee adopted a resolution pledging the Inde- 
pendence league to codperate with the demo- 
cratic party “‘and make common cause in 
the interest of good government.”’ 


Murphy Wobbly on Plurality. 


‘*No good democrat will bolt Hearst.’’ So 
said Charlies F. Murphy when he returned 
from Buffalo today and took his accustomed 
place at Tammany hall. 

Murphy also made a prediction as to the 
majority Hearst would receive in Greater 
New York, but later retracted it. Murphy 
was asked how large a vote Hearst would get 
and. whether he thought it would equal that 
given Bird 8. Coler, which was 120,0U0. 

** Hearst's majority will be 150,000 rather 
than 120,000,"" was Murphy’s reply. 

‘Is that your prediction as to what the 
voters will do on election day?’ was asked, 

“ Well,” said Murphy slowly, ‘‘I don’ 
think I'll make a prediction now. I may do 
so later in the campaign.”’ 

The leader of Tammany hall was asked 
if he would say anything regarding the an- 
nouncement of Mayor McClellan that he 
would not vote for Hearst. Murphy shook 
his head in the negative. 


HOTEL ORDINANCE DRAWN;

STAYING IN THEM COSTS UNION 
HEAD HIS POSITION.

Charlies 0. Sherman, President of In- 
dustrial Workers of World, Turns 
In Expense Account of $350 for 
Twelve Monthe and Shocks Dele- 
gates Assembled in Brand’s Hall— 
Convention Decides to Abolish the 
Office. 


When Charles O. Sherman, president ofthe 
Industrial Workers of the World, indulged in 
the vwixury of stopping at-§2 a day hotels, 
‘“ with meals,"’ he unconsciously trampled on 
the democratic ideals of 62,000 of the prole- 
tariat composing that organization. His ex- 
travagance cost him his office. 

Sherman saye ‘he is no spendthrift, but 
thinks a good; hard working head of a ne- 
tional labor union is entitled to. some leeway 
in the matter of expenees. The convention 
of the industrial workers at Brand’s hall 
thought differently, however, and yesterday 
deposed him from his alleged ‘* soft snap.’’ 

Incidentally, to emphasize itsideas of econ- 
omy, the convention decided to do away alto- 
gether with the office of president, on the 
ground that a president isn’t of much use 
anyway and his salary might better be em- 
ployed in printing “‘ union labels " and maru- 
facturing big red buttons for the members to 
wear on their coat lapels. 

Sherman’s Expense Account. 

Sherman's extravagance in regard to hotels 
was uncovered when he read his annua! re 
port to the delegation., His salary jis $160 a 
month and expenses, so that when the presi- 
dent turned in a bill of $2,150 for tke year it 
was easily deduced that he h spent as 
much as $3850 in twelve months traveling 
yabout the country and living at ‘high 
priced’ hostelries, and in other unknown 
ways frittering away the finances of the in- 
dustrial workers. 

The revelation provoked a gasp of astonish- 
ment from his followers. There were some 
who refused to believe the facts until Presi- 
dent Sherman admitted them to be true. 

Daniel De Leon, regarded as the “ disciple 
of simplicity’ in the organization, arose 
amid deep silence. De Leon was smoking a 
clay pipe, which lent additional weight to his 
words. 

‘T fear we are drifting towards the dan- 
gerous reefs of plutocracy,’’ be said, rebuk- 
ingly: ‘Three hundred and fifty dollars is 
an extraordinary expense account for a 


year’s work.” 
“ Well, I have the vouchers and hotel bills 


to prove that I spent it,” said Sherman, 
offended | 

“Did I understand that our president has 
been indulging in such extravagance as $2 a 
day hotels?’ asked a delegate. 

“Yes, and I have been known to go so far 
ag to patronize $4 a day hotels,” replied 
Sherman, in heat. “ Am I not the president 
of this body?” 

President Voted Unnecessary. 

This proved a fatal admission. The dele- 
gates said they were unable to conjecture 
how a labor leader could spend so much 
money. De Leon then introduced a resolu- 
tion doing away with the office of president. 

“ We can get along without one,” said he. 
“With a couple of stenographers and an 
extra janitor I think we can run the national 
headquarters nicely. I object to hiring a 
president at the salary of a bank official.’’ 

When the vote was announced on the reso- 
lution President Sherman did not stop even 
to draw the pay which was coming to him 
for last month’s work. He abruptly ‘eft the 
hall, jingling some coins in his pocket non- 
chalantly as he waiked past the rows of 
delegates. 

The latter tmmediately set to work to de- 
vise a better pian for spending the presi- 
dent's salary. it was decided to place four 
“selase conscious” organizers in the field 
with the $1,800. 


SEPTEMBER EASY TO CORONER. 


He Investigates 302 Deaths, 75 Fewer 


than in August—Autos Kill 3, 
Street Cars 15. 


According to the monthly report: of Coroner 
Hoffman, the nuniber of sudden deaths in 
Chicago during September was 302, or 75 less 
than during August. With the exception of 
natural causes, to which 65 deaths were at- 
tributed, the greatest number was due to 
suicide, there being 34 cases of self-destruc- 
tion. This is seven fewer than in the pre- 
ceding month. In the list of causes falls rank 
third, being 25 in number; next are railroad 
accidents, of which there were 24; street oars 
kitled 15; drowning. 15; homicides, 14; alco- 
holism, 13; burns, 10; and 8 were accidentally 
poisoned. Automobiles were responsible for 
three deaths. 

Of the 24 deaths attributed to railroads-only 
1 was a passenger, 11 were employés, and 12 
were killed on the track. The street cars 
killed 8 persons who were crossing the tracks,

Irish Leader Sees Home Rule 
Not More than a Yéhr Off, 
He Says. 


STILL HATING ENGLAND. 


People Rendered More Bitter, In- 
stead of Placated, by the 
Land Law.

New York, Sept. 20.—[Special.j—T. P. 
O'Connor, M. P., arrived on the Celtic today. 
It is his first visit here in sixteen years.. He 
has wome to attend a meeting of the United 
Irish league in phia on Monday. He 
will remain in this country until Oct. 24. 

"Tay Pay,” as everybody calls the dis- 
tinguished Irish member of the house of com- 
mons, has grown a great dea) grayer since 
he was here before. He would be taken ina 
crowd for an Englishman, but his speech is 
that of a truelIrishman. He is the only mem- 
ber of the Irish national party that sits for an 
Biglish constituency. He is a member for 
the Scotland division of Liverpool. : 

When a photographer asked permission to 
take a photograph O’Connor waved him 
away. 

“I’ve got to the- age,” said * Tay Pay,” 
with a laugh, “‘ when I'd like to be takenas! 
was fifteen years ago. Geta pictureof meas 
I was then. 

Outlines Irish Situation. 

“The situation in regard to Ireland,” ya 
O’Conaor, “I compare to the first day 
the last day of a sea voyage. The first, you 
know, you're a long way from. your destina- 
tion, and you're depressed and impatient, you 
kmow, but you're not half as impatient as you 
are on the last day of the voyege, when 
your’re waiting to get a glimpse of land. 

“ Times were never so auspicious for Ire 
landas now. We havea ministry at the head 
of which ig a man pledged to home rule, 4 
man who was a member of the Gladatone cab- 
inet of 1886. opinions have not been 
changed since then, but rather fortified. 

“In the last general election, when some 
politicians would have taken refuge in vague- 
ness, the present prime minister made an 
open declaration for home rule. 

* We believe at the next session an Irish 
bill will be introduceg.and passed. Such a 
measure I do not believe will have any chance 
for passage unless it satisfies the Irish party 
as to its strength. 

“She situation is like that regarding the 
That did not go 
through with the Irish party favoring it. 


Hate England More than Ever. 

“The hatred toward England is deeper to- 
day than ever, for the Irish people are more 
enlightened and they see the inefficiency of 
the government. We are fighting not only 
an allen government, but a weak and ineffi- 
ciem one. 

“ Treland hae sent four-fifthe of its repre: 
sentatives seven times to demand self-gov- 
ernment. It hes raised a considerable fund 
every year for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury in support of this movement. Today it 
sees all its forces united.” 

O’Connor said he attached no importance 
to the drafts and forecasts of the home rule 
measure that had appeared. They were 
no better than useless, ..c said. The cabinet 
undoubtedly had some measure up its sleeve, 
but was keeping it guarded. 

“I think the measure that parliament will 
give us.” he went on, “ will be a generous 
one. Of course, it will meet with opposi- 
tion in the house of lords. It might be 
counted upon to continue to oppose such 4 
measure, except that the lords are always 
filled with terror when they see the people 
overwhelmingly In favor of something. 


Opposition Broken and Disunited. 

“We were beaten in 1886, and then a split 
came in our forces. Meanwhile there has 
been twenty years of education. Violence 
of feeling has been mitigated. Today we 
have a party majority of 150, the Irish mem- 
bers are all united, and the opposition is a 
broken and disunited party—the most broken 
of any in higtory, almost. 

“The immediate effect of home rule will 
be more education The liberal government, 
of course, i more friendiy to us, but it has 
to work om the same old system, and that is 
vile and inefficient. 

“If a vote should be taken In Ireland on 
the question of home rule it would be carried 
by a four-fifths vote. The other fifth would 
be made up of three classes, the landlords, 
the extremely violent Protestants, who have 
am unfounded apprehension of unfair freat- 
ment by the Catholic hierarchy, and the 
officeholders. The first class is broken up, 
the second class is breaking up, but the office- 
holders will always remain the same.” 


Landlordism Fast Passing. 
The Irish land act, O'Connor said, was fast 
putting an end to the landlords, though many 
men believed that some of the tenants could 


working the tenants ought to own all the 
land in ten or fifteen years. In one county, 
Wexford, all the land has been taken up al- 
ready. ; 

‘“ Every man who. becomes the owner of @ 
piece of land in Ireland,’’ O’Connor explained, 
“ instead of being a worse is a better nation-. 
alist, because the more intolerable he finds 
the present alien form of government.” 

O’Connor said that the whole attention of 
the Campbell-Bannerman government just 
now was being given to the education bill, 
which will be pressed when parliament sits 
in October. The Irish members and himeelf 
were im conflict with the mindstry in regard 
to this bill and were insisting that the Cath- 
olic schools in Great Britain should ‘have 
equality of treatment with the Protestant 
schools. By standing together the Irish 
members had gotten 70 per cent of what they 
wanted. 

“ But,” said O'Connor, “ the other 30 per 
cent is exceedingly important.’

Now 200 Years Ahead of 
Immortals. 


RACE CONTESTED 30 YEARS 


Britons Almost Through, but the 
Academicians Only Half 
Way Through. “C.” 


‘LONDON, Sept. 20.—All unknown to the 
public a@ great race has beer in progress for 
some time in the Mterary world between 
Pngliand and France. England has prac- 


tieally won, it is said, and wil) walk in about 


200 years ahead of France. 

This contest has been between the Oxford 
University Clarendon press and the Academy 
of France. Each is compiling e dictionary, 
which is to/be absolutely the latest and most 
up to date book in existence. Already siz 
dictionaries are extant which are reckoned 
good and apparently supply all wants, but 
the French academy ané Oxford university 
declared in favor of something later. So 
more than thirty years ago Oxford started 
its gigantic task. 

This gave the “immortals” of France & 
chance to hustle. They did. Before @ year 
was out they also were at work on their 
dictionary. 

Official reports from both sides show that 
the Oxford compilers have finished A toK, 
L to “ mesualty.” O to “ piper,” all of Q, and 
R down to “ reserve.” The volume coptain- 
ing N will be issued next month. 

Frenchmen Only Down to “C.” 


But the report from France is not so good.

The immortals have only * 


feached the letter C and Go not expect to 


complete that until 1908. 
Some figures of the Oxford dictionary 
areinteresting. In H the figures as compared 


with previous @ictionarfes are: Oxford, 16.-" 


018 words; Johnson's, 1.538; Caseell’s, 6.892; 
Century, 9.600; Funk’e Standard, 9.680. 
From the beginning of volume I. to the word 
“*infer,” excluding from “ graded" to the 
end of G, there are 16,616 columns, each of 
10% inches long and 24 inches wide. If these 
were stood on end they would be fourteen 
timés as high as Eiffel tower. There are 
seventy-two miles of lines, containing 18,- 
821.181 words comprising 70,161,884 letters. 
The Paris “immortals” will have to do 
a vast amount of work ever to catch up on 
this record. At the present rate of progress 
the academy dictionary will be completed 
in 250 years—or, perhaps. 200, if the new 
official spelling,-of the United States is ig- 
nored. 
Immortals Slow in Compiling. 


The first edition of the academy dictionary 
was begun in 1635 and finished in 1604. The 
last edition up to the one now in progress oo- 
cupied forty-two years, and was begun in 
1835, 

The slow progress of the “ immortals” 
brings to mind the story of Buffon, the nat- 
uralist, and the crab. The wiseacres of his 
day puzzled how to define a crab in their 
G@ctionary. They finally voted to describe 
it as “‘afish which walks sideways.”" Buffon 
was sent for and his opinion asked. The 
“forty” ‘were much @iscomfited when the 
naturalist replied: 

‘Well, except for the fact that the crab 
ig not a fish and does not walk sideways, itis 
a good description.” 

Willlam Van Wart’s recent death at Strat- 
ford-on-Avon has practically passed un- 
noticed in both American and English Iit- 
erary circles. 

Mr. Van Wart was of the family which 
gave Washington Irving a home at Birming- 
ham. ,Jrving and the original Van Wart were 
brotigfs-tn-law It was at the house of the 
latte’ “that the gifted American, suffering 
under financial tréuble, sat down one even- 
ing to write, as a relief to his feelings. 
Through the summer night his pen was 
never stilled, and when, next morning, he 
joined the family at breakfast, Washington's 
facé was radiant with delight and his hands 
were full of the sheets conteining the first 
part of “ Rip Van Winkle.”’

HUNTING SEASON» 
ACTIVITY BEGINS. 


Up Game in Various Sec- 
tions of Country. 


MANY CHANGES IN LAWS. 


South Leads in Legislation for 
Protection of Birds and 
Animals. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—[8pecial.J— 
There will soon be a general overhauling of 
gunrooms. Only a few days and the cool 
days of autumn will be here, bringing de- 
lights of the hunting field. Sportsmen who 
have staid in their offices all through the 
hot months will begin to think of the stubble 
fields of Virginia and the day’s tramp over 
good cover for birds, or of the north woods 
and the elusive, gun shy deer that are be- 
coming more and more difficult to kill every 
year. 

In a large part of the United States Sept. 1 
marks the opening of the hunting season. 
In the south the season begins later, and here 
and there the embargo on certain game is 
lifted @ little earlier; but today is the first 
general day on which hunting is permitted. 
Interest in the laws regulating hunting is 
revived. 

Every year marks an advance in game 
protection in practically all of the states. 
Recognizing the Interest of sportmen in 
changes in the laws, a b@reau tn the depart- 
ment of agriculture, which has general su- 
pervision of game protection interests, issues 
each year a bulletin containing the game 
laws of all the states, together with full de- 
tails of all changes or provisions relating 
to the seasons, shipment, sale, and licenses 
in force in the United States and Canada, and 
including special county provisions. A sup- 
plementary poster showing the close seasons 
in the United States and Canada and another 
givits those under the laws of Maryland, 
the District of Columbia, Virginia, and North 
Carolina is issued by the biological survey. 
Both of these publications may be had free 
of charge by applying to the department of 
agriculture. 


Few Changes in Laws. 

There have been few changes this year. 
Most of the game laws that were in effect in 
the United States and Canada last season re- 
main in force, as only fourteen states and 
elght Canadian provinces held legislative ses- 
sions this year. Four of these, Ohio, British 
Columbia, New Brunewick and Ontario 


| left their game laws unchanged and others 


a few statutes. 

Of the states, Mississippi was the only one 
to make any noteworthy changes. The leg- 
islature decided to abandon ite old system of 
separate county laws and adopt a general 
game law, with provisions uniform through- 
out the entire state. In taking this action 
Mississippi followed the example recently set 
by Virginia and Tennessee This new law 
is thoroughly modern and. framed on the 
lines of the best game laws now in operation.

Southern States Lead. 

By prohibiting all sale of protected game 
Mississippi has taken an advanced position. 
The only other states whose sale laws are 
as sweeping are Michigan in the east and 
Minnesota, Missouri, Arkansas, Kansas, 
Texas, Montana, and Arizona itn the west 
The Massachusetts legislature enacted some 
important amendments to Its sale laws. One 
prohibits the sale of imported qual! excerpt 
in November and December. Another cuts 
off the sale of imported ducks in the close 
season, and a third prohibits all sale of prai- 
rie chickens and sharp tailed grouse. These 
laws will abolish the market for game iil- 
legally shipped from. several western states. 
The establishment of @ game warden serv- 
ice in Mississipp! leaves Alabama, Arkan- 
sas, and Texas the only states itn the union 
unprovided with auch special police protec- 
tion. 

The practice of charging nonresident hunt- 
ers a Hcense is spreading throughout the 
United States. It was not so long ago that 
a man might hunt anywhere without paying 
a fee for the privilege, but the increasing 
number of hunters each season has made 
it necessary for the states to adopt some 
such plan to obtain a revenue for the main- 
tenance of the protection service that many 
of them have put into operation. Few 
changes have been made in the laws relat- 
ing to licenses and shooting seasons th's 
year, Besides the new $20 licenses in Mis- 
sissippi, South Carolina established a $25 
nonresident county license, and a few minor 
changes were made b) Maryland in the li- 
cense requirements in Prince George and 
Somerset counties, 


Changes fn Seasons. 

Seasons for the following game have been 
changed: Deer in New York; snipe, cranes. 
and waterfowl in Lowlsiana; wood ducks 
and pheasants in Massachusetts: and upland 
game ir South Carolina. In addition tothese 
changes, Virginia temoved all protection 
from robin-snipe. surf birds, certain plover, 
and curlew. and Maryland altered several 
seasonr in Allegany, Anne Arundel, Cec", 
Garrett, Harford, Prince George, and Som- 
erset counties and on the Patuxent river. 

A large number of bills relating to game 
and game protection were considered hy 
congress last winter, and four, al! relating 
t¢ game preserves. were passed. These au- 
thorized the lease of 8,500 acres in South 
Dakota for a buffalo pasture, established 
a game refuge ir the Grand Cafion forert 
preserve in Arizona, prohibited hunting in 
the District of Columbia except in the east- 
ern branch and the west side of the Potomac, 
and prohibited trespass on bird reservations.

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BRAZILIAN RIVAL OF BURBANK 
GETS PATENT ON A PLANT. 


Senor de Perina of Rio de Janeiro Claims 
to Have “Invented” Vegetable Which 
Supplies Textile Basis. 


Burbank, the California “ plant wizard,” 
has a rival In V. A. De Perina of Rio de Ja- 
neiro, Brazil, who has just secured an Amer 
ican patent, through the agency of Chicago 
attorneys, upon a plant which he claims to 
have “invented.” The grant of such a 
patent is said to be unprecedented. 

The plamt. in the archives of the patent 
Office, is know as the Canhamo Braziliensis 
Perini, and the patent covers a result ob- 
tained by horticultural development. . No 
one else, In the United States at least, has 
a right henceforth ‘o grow it. 

Sefior de Perina is represented by Attor- 
ney William R. Rummiler. In his formal ap- 
plication for letters patent he tells why he 
wants a patent for his “ invention.” 

“Great difficulty is experienced in the 
tropics In providing suftable basis materials 
for textile and paper manufacturers owing 
to the scarcity of such materials,”’ he states. 
“ During a number of yeare’ residence in 
Brazil I had occasion to search widely in 
the surrounding country from a botanical 
standpoint. Three or four years ago I dis- 
covered an isolated weed, which seemed to 
possess some of the characteristics of a tex- 
tlle plant, although In its wild condition it 
was unsuited to such uses by reason of its 
rank growth and thorne.”’ 

In short, as Sefior De Perina narrates, he 
developed the pliant until he had made it just 
what he wantedittobe. And now the United 
Sietes government has declared no one else 
shall profit by his labors.

BONE HELD IT FAST AND SPURB- 
GEON DIDN’T SEEM TO HAVE ANY 


Boy Who Lived Ten Good Years and 
One Unspeakably Bad One Is Made 
a Model Youngster Again by Op- 
eration on His Brain—What He Did 
After He Fell Of Wagon Makes Av- 
erage Boy Terror Look Like an 
Angel. 


Nazareth, Pa., Sept. 29.—[Special.}—This Is 
the story of Spurgeon Welty, who has lived 
ten good years and one bad one and now, 
through the skill of a surgeon, has become a 
model boy again. . 

A little more than e year ago Spurgeon fell 
off a wagon and landed on his headanéd right 
arm. Three weeks later his mother discov- 
@red that the boy’s arm was broken. The 
physician who set it found an abrasion on 
the boy's head, but it was thought too late to 
do anything with it. 

After the accident Spurgeon was e@ differ- 

ent boy... He had been good before. Now he 
would fly into a rage at the most trifling 
thing. and at euch times his temper was 
uncontrollable. He would break everything 
breakabie he could get hold of. Every one 
was afraid of him, and avoided him ti the 
spell was over, 
- Spurgeon and his dog, Jack, were insepa- 
rable and the two became the terror of ali the 
country around, Every boy, and many aone 
bigger than Spurgeon, was afraid of him. He 
would whip nearly all of them, and those who 
were too big he would threaten with weapons. 
If he was getting the short end of e fight, 
Jack was always ready to help him out. 


Vents His Fury on Animals. 

Epurgeon had a particular propensity while 
the efiecis of his injury lasted for abusing 
gnimals. He stoned and killed many of the 
farmers’ chickens, cut off the tails of cats 
and dogs, and even tried to break the legs of 
cows by throwing stones at them. Another 
of his amusements wae to sit for hours at @ 
time at an upper window and watch for a 
chance to dash a bucket of water on some 
passerby. Several times, too, his brothers 
awoke only to find great tufts of their hair 
eut off. If they complained, Spurgeon 
whipped them. He in turn was whipped by 
bisAather, but without any apparent effect. 

The boy’s father thought Spurgeon might 
become a beiter boy if he would take him 
to his grandfather in the country, three miles 
from here. But the change of residence 
brought no change in the demeanor of the 
lad. He succeeded in getting hold of bad 
literature and cigarets, and soon was the 
leader of a gang of mischief making boys. 

Finally Spurgeon learned to drink, and 
when his father chastised him the boy would 
take off to the woods for several days, and 
sleep in barns. 


Breaks Up His School, 

Last fall he started to go to school. In 
his gentier moods he was a good student, 
but he found great @elight In torturing the 
other boys and girls. Some parents refused 
' to send their children to school any longer. 


One bitter cold day Spurgeon purposely 


broke the stove and the school had to be 


soon was the owner = a et 
bulldog revolvers. e wen 
spot ae practiced several days, till he was 
a fair marksman. Then he came back to 
the schoolhouse and acted Jesse James. He 
flourished his revolvers and threatened to 
shoot every one and everything in sight. The 
teacher jumped into a closet where the boy 
beld him a prisoner for several hours. 
Patrons of the school and the teacher con- 
cluded that the climax had been reached and 
a complaint was made against Spurgeon 
before Squire Vivian of Nazareth - He 
brought the matter to the attention of Mrs. 
Jennie Griffith of the charity organization 
of Easton. Judge Scott gave her charge 
of the boy and when she noticed a lump 
on the boy’s head she consulted Dr. Welden. 


Trace His Wickedness to a Lump. 

It became the opinion of both that thelump 
migh. have something to do with the boy’s 
wickedness. It was arranged that Dr. La- 
place of the Medico-Chirurgical hospital of 
Philadelphia should make an examination 
of Spurgeon’s head. Dr. Laplace did so and 
expressed his opinion that the lump might 
press on the boy’s brain. Spurgeon was sev~- 
eral days at the hospital awaiting his turn 
for the operating table. 

The first night he jumped out of bed and 
stuck pins into the patients and cut off sey- 
eral children’s hair. He railed at the nurses 
and spat In their faces. The next night he 
went around and tied the children’s feet to 
the beds and tried to make them swear. The 
third night he turned on the gae near his cot, 
and but for the timely discovery of the fact 
by one of the nurses the nine little patients 
in the ward would have been suffocated. 
Finally he was overpowered and shackled 
to his bed. 

Force had to be used to get Spurgeon on 
the operating table. A circular piece of bone, 
technically known aga “ button,” was taken 
from his head, and the doctor said that all 
pressure on the brain was removed. 

Spurgeon is now a different boy and says 
he does not remember that he was doing 
anything bad. He has quit chewing tobacco 
and smoking cigarets and using intoxicants.

The publishers have gone to~their rescue, 
but the booksellers have themselves to blame 
in not showing the sage unity as the pub- 
lishers—that is, in andertaking ‘* not to sell 
any net books ‘at less than the net price at 
which it is published.”

‘Can we compete successfully with reap- 
ing machinés and other implements forward- 
ed to us from the United States? Decidedly 
rot. Soon it will be the same story regarding 
automobiles.” 

The United States, he thinks, will produce 
thousands for every hundred manufactured 
in France. 

For the Paris auto show this year many im- 
portant changes are contemplated by mak- 
ers with regard to their displays. The body 
of the Grand Palais is to be more convenient- 
ly arranged than hitherto. Stands of striking 
originality are promised. 


Few New Models for 1907. 

As for the machines themselves, it is now 
well known that though in the main models 
for 1907 remain similar to those of this year, 
some firms. have introduced fresh models 
with which to appeal to public taste. For 
instance. it is extremely probable a six cylin- 
der- engine will be a feature of this year 
Firms which hitherto laughed at the idea 
have been induced into adopting it for ma- 
chines of fifty horse power and more.

He has just been to Luneville, 
where he placed an order for 100 chassiz for 
next year’s trade in America. 


TOURISTS EASY FOR SHARPERS. 


Probably $250,000 in Money and Jew- 
elry Secured by Swindlers This 
Season in Switzerland. 


GENEVA, Sept. 29.—This has been a phe- 
nomenally successful season for swirdlers 
and syndicates of sharpers who prey on 
tourists in Switzerland. It is estimated that 
$250,000 in money and jewelry has been se- 
cured from British, American, and German 
travelers at Swiss resorts by these sharpers. 

During the last week ten swindlers have 
been arrested at Lucerne, Zurich, and 
Geneva. and all of them were found to pos- 
sess large sums of money 

Altogether fifty male and female 
swindlers and pickpockets of all nationali- 
ities Rave been arrested in Switzerland this 
season, and one police official estimates that 
three times that number, including the heads 
of several large syndicates of thieves, made 


good their escape.

PLAN NEW DREADNODGHT, 


ANOTHER GIANT WARSHIP TO BE 
ADDED TO BRITISH NAVY. 


Fresh Record in Buliding te Be At- 
tem pted—Biggest Battleship te Be 
Completed in Six Months—Destruc- 
tive Results of Big Gun Trials eon 
Hibernia Scare Naval Auathorities—— 
, Terrific Concussion Tears Up Decks 
end Almost Kills Gunners.

LONDON, Sept. 29.—Preparations, it is 

understood, already are well. in hand for 
the building of the new Dreadnought at 
Devonport under the supervision of officials 
who have been studying the first Dread- 
nought, now in commission at Portsmouth. 
A fresh record is to be attempted in build- 
ing, and it is hoped the vessel will be launched 
within six months after the laying of the 
keel. If, this is accomplished it will be a 
feat almost enough to make old naval con- 
structors turn in their graves, particularly 
as the second Dreadnought is to be a more 
powerful engine of war than the first. 


Gun Trials Wreck New Ship. 

In view of the extraordinary result of the 
heavy gun trials of the new battleship Hi- 
bernia this week the gunnery trials of the 
Dreadnought Will be awaited with much in- 
terest. In fact, the incident referred to may, 
it is said, have a far reaching effect on the 
future of the armament of warships, es- 
pecially as regards the main battery. During 
the Hibernia’s trials the concussion result- 
ing from single gun firing was so great that 
the battleship was seriousiy damaged and 
several members of the gun crews tempo- 
rarily disabled. 

The Hibernia returned to Plymouth 
sound after firing half of a quarter’s allow- 
ance of full service charges from its four 
12 inch and four 8.2 inch guns, and reported 
serious results in consequence of concussion. 


Back Blast Nearly Kills Men. 

Cordite was used and the back bDiast was 
so terrific it was only with great difficulty 
the gun crews could finish their practice. 
Several men were bleeding at the nose and 
ears when the firing was over. 

The quarterdeck is reported to have 
buckled so violently to the concussion of the 
after turret that the sheathing with which 
the iron plates is covered yawned and in 
some cases stanchions, ventilators, and other 
deck fittings were strained and the glass in 
the quarterdeck skylights shattered. 

The Hibernia carries the latest pattern of 
mark “‘“X” guns of 5O caliber and the 
weapons were discharged singly. The bat- 
tleship, which cost $7,222,600, is one of eight 
vessis of the King Edward VII. class. Of 
these five form part of the Atlantic fleet.

Hever castie in Kent is not as nearly finished 
as William Waldorf Astor means it to be, 
but it is sufficiently advanced to permit him 
to begin moving in. This week he was su- 
perintending putting in furniture, of which 
vaniloads are to be seen unloaded beside the 
ancient drawbridge. 

Al work is carried on with most persistent 
secrecy. Astor won’f allow any one to enter 
the historic estate. Even his most intimate 
friends are not to be permitted to.enter the 
park gates till everything is fn perfect order. 

Thé. full scheme for the restoration of the 
castle and of the viliage is not complete by 
any means. So vast are the landscape im- 
provements projected, including a divergence 
of the river, the laying out of forests and 
deer park, the planting of old world gardens, 
that considerable time must élapse before 
the Hever calendar finally is put back 40v 
years. 

Astor means to spend a great deal of time 
at Hever, now that the castie has been 
made in a measure inhabitable. He always 
drives behind horses. At any rate, while 
at Hever he wants to feel as if he were living 
some centuries back, so he will have no 
noisy altitomobiles to frighten ghosts away 
from his restored old estate.

Old Masters Figure in the Ro- 
mances of London Atc- 
tion Houses. 


ONE IS SOLD FOR $9.70. 


Fortunte Buyers Make For- 
tunes by Rescuing Dusty 
Canvases.

LONDON, Sept. 20.—Lately a number of 
seneationa) art discoveries have been made 
in stuffy old London auction rooms, and now 
those interested in unearthing rare Mterary 
worke or turning up old masters which have 
been buried for centuries are devoting thets 
attention to w systematic visitation of these 
extremely interesting public sales. 

Last year, shortly before his death, the late 
Sir J. Blundell Maple purchased at an auce 
tion room in Euston road a lot of old booke 


| for @0 scents, one of which subsequently 


turned out to be a rare first edition, which 
at Christie’s,. the famous salesroom fre~ 
quented by the wealthiest classes of English 
society, brought $3,500. At am auction room 
in Leeds six months ago some paintings were 
ook as “ oft rubbish,” one of which, how 
ever, turned out to be a Vandyck, which og 
sale brought $5,000, while in Bradford a worke 
ingman purchased at public auction for $2 
small of] painting which experts now pros 
nounce to be a Romney, worth at least $7,500, 
It f to be sold at Christie's this winter. 

In Wardour street not long ago the famoug 
cystal vase now belonging to J. Pierponé 
Morgan, and valued at more than §50,000, 
was purchased for about $4.. This vase had 
previously been sold at an obscure auction 
room for about 75 cents. The dealer in Ware 
dour street thought he was doing well in get- 
ting rid of it for $4, never sarpectiiatvoas it te be 
ports a king’s ransom. 


Gets $10,000 Canvas for $09.70. 

The writer of this article has just been @ 
lucky winner in an auction room lotte 
having drawn a masterpiece by Guido 
famous for his “ Ecco Homo,” “‘ Magdalen, 
and other productions. This painting. cost 
the buyer the enormous sum of $9.70. Ex- 
perts say it is worth about $10,000. I have 
been asked by your staff representative in 
London to tell the story of its discovery. 

“ Old masters "’ seem to possess the strange 
power of making themselves romantic. They 
are always coming to light in outlandish, 
incongruous places; revealing themselves in 
the most Dnexpected manner. They will 
hide themselves for centuries In some old 
lumber loft, allow themselves to be sold for 
“junk "’; or even betake. themselves to the 
protection of a brigand like Raisuli, who re+ 
cently owned a famous Correggio, and then, 
presto! out they come into daylight; assert- 
ing their mastery over whatever is cém- 
monplace. 

It was just in this manner that the Guido 
came into my possession. It had been, so 
I was subsequently informed, for more than 
forty years ‘‘in storage” in a London ware- 
house. The family who owned it had come 
down in the world, while the English pur- 
chaser had long passed into oblivion. As 
the storage charges on the paintings and 
other goods were heavy, and the descendants 
of the connoigseur who first owned the paint- 
ing. knew nothing of “ old masters’”’ the 
picture was sent to the furniture salesrooms 
in Euston road, London, to be sold ‘for 
what it would bring. 


Old Masters Among Rubbish. « 


A respectable old master could scarcely 
find its way to a more incongruous place in 
the world than these particilar auction 
rooms in Euston road. It is true you can 
purchase here many a fine piece of furniture, 
and pick up bargains in gas brackets, braes 
fenders, 
it is certainly a place where old masters are 
at a discount. At these rooms Saturday 
nights you may witnegs scenes to which only 
the brush of Hogarth or the péen of Dickens 
could do justice. Here gather people from 
the underworld of Londen—newly married 
couples of the coster type, seeking furnisp- 
ing for a two roomed home; plumbers want- 
ing odd ends of gasfittings; “ dealers ’" bic- 
ing for second he yd bargains ranging any- 
where from old. clothes to musty books. 

Neverthelese, it was at this auction room 
that Sir J. Blundell Maple picked up his rare 
old edition. which brought Kim ina clear 
profit of $3,500; and it was here also that 
the writer chanced upon the “Guido.” Led 
by curiosity, to see what sort of place it was, 
and with a vague idea that I, too, might be 
able to purchase a valuable library for beif 


a dollar, I sought the Huston road guction - 


rooms one rainy night. The idea of finding 
an old master, or even a decent painting of 
any sort, never for a moment occurred to 
me. 

Imagine my astonishment, therefore. when, 
shortly after I had entered the m., there 


was placed on the table in front, of the 


auctioneer’s rostrum a truly magnificent 
painting, in a handsome gilt frame. The 
painting stood nearly five feet high, and 
was in so excellent a state of preservaticn 
that at first I supposed it to be a copy from 
some famous original. But even so, it was 
splendid. Fresh from a visit to the galleries 
of Paris, Rome, and Naples, I could not fail 
to realize the power of the work. How on 
earth a picture of this description should 
find its way to an auction room of this kind. 
to be put up for sale before a lot of “ second 
hand” dealers and people from the poorest 
districts of London, I could not conceive. 


Auction Crowd Ignores Painting. 

The figure on the canvas represented « 
gioriously beautiful young woman, stand- 
ing by a stone table, her left arm chained and 
manacled. Her right thand—exquisitely 
drawn, and one of the most beautiful [ had 
ever seen in any painting—was raised, 
modeatly holding some drapery over the 
breast. The eyes were upturned, the whole 
expression on the face strongly reminding 
me of Guido’s “ Magdalen.” 

The beauties of the picture were, however, 
lost on the motley crowd. A voice behind 
grumbied, “ Wot's the use o puttin’ up that 
bloomin’. pitcher; wot I wants is @ kitchen 
table.” 

The auctioneer called for bids, but evi- 
dently Guidos were not wanted. Not a soul 
appeared even willing to start the bidding. 
At the merest venture, and just to get things 
going, I said * Five shillings to start ’’ ($1.23 
in American money). 

Certain dealers tn the back of the room, 
recognizing me as a stranger and what they 
considered an “interloper,” began to bid 
against me, but I held on until the painting 
had reached the colossal sum of $9.70, at 
which the auctioneer’s hammer fell. 4 

It was mine! 

The next day I took the painting to my 
home, and one of the first to see it was 
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“In“ which the “ pigment.”’ was laid on, and 


paid the highest tribute to the drawing of 


the hands, 

--.. Binds “It a Genuine Guido. 

The next art expert of prominence to see it 
was the secretary of the National gallery— 
Hawes Turner—who confirmed Mr. Strahan's 
opinion, pronouncing it a genuine Guido 
Renk It was also-inspécted by Martin Col- 
naghi of Pall Mall, Messrs, Agnews of Bond 
‘Street, and others. They all pronounced it 
a genuine production of the fourteenth ¢en- 
tury in a marvelous’ state of preservation. 
As I wished to identify my painting as 
strongly as poesible, I applied to Prince Ros- 
pigiios! of Rome for permission to inspect 
his. Guides—as it is in the Rospigliosi palace 
that Guido’s famous “ Aurora” Is placed. 
Comparison of my Guido with some of the 
figures in the “ Aurora” removed a doubt 
as to the identity of the artist who produced 
my painting, while the coloring, treatment, 
and even the actual model of the St. Sebas- 
tian in the Louvre:furnished the strongest 
confirmation of this opinion. 

Tracing back the history’ of my painting 
before it found Its way to the obscure auc- 
tion rooms where I purchased it, I was able 
io glean a little information by dilligent re- 
search. It seems that the original owner of 
the painting traveled a great déal in south- 
ern Europe between 1835 and 1845. Wohilein 
Rome he picked up a number of paintings, 
among them this Guido. The painting orig- 
inally belonged to the large collection of 
Cardinal Fesch: After the cardinal’s death 
it was stowed away in the vaults of the Fal- 
conieri palace for some years, and in 1845 
quite a number of them were disposed of to 
various art dealers. Some were sold at pub- 
lie auction in Rome during this year. It was 
bought and. sent.to London, and, finally— 
after being hung for forty years in the hall 
of a country mansion—was deposited in a 
warehouse. The original owner having died, 
his family: knew nothing of the value of a 
number of his paintings, and among others 
thie Guide was finally sent by the warehouse 
people to the salesrooms to fetch whatever 
was offered. The auctioneer who sold it in- 
formed me. that his instructions were to sell 
it “ without reserve,” and as my bid was the 
highest offered on the night in question he 
had to accept it. 


“Entombment’” Sold for Few Dollars. 
Tt is a singular fact that another of the 
Fesch paintings had an almost similar his- 
tory. though its fate was a fag more honora- 
bie’ one than my Guido has had sofar. This 
iethe famous painting by Michelangelo called 
“ The Entombment,”” now in the London Na- 
tional gallery. The discovery of this paint- 
ing by R. Macpherson, a photographer in 
Rome, in 1845. was most remarkable. It 
seems that this truly remarkable work was 
removed from the residence of Cardinal 
Fesch in 1845 to the Villa Paolina and sold 
by the Principe di Musignano to a Roman 
‘art dealer named BD. Vito Bnei. Macpherson 
“purchased from this dealer a number of old 
canvases, among them the * Enfombment.” 
Hie paid only a few dollars for sev eral paint- 


ee we had cleaned up the canvas he 
showed ft te.Peter von Cornelius, ene of the 
greatest art experts of the day, who pro- 
iv‘a veritable Michelangelo. In 
further confirmation of this opinion, the 
original cartoon of the painting, done also 
by- Michelangelé, Was found. When. the 
dealer discovered that he had sold this splen- 
did work for a trifle he brought an actian 
against Macpherson for its. recovery. For 
ten years this suit was fought through va- 
rious Italian courts. the dealer appealing to 
all the laws which had been framed to prevent 
works of art from being sent out of Italy. 


Finally, however, Macpherson won; his paint- 


ing was taken to London, and the trustees 
ef the National gallery purchased it for 
$10,000.

How- 
ever, Mr. Moore got his picture certified by 
the Academy of St. Luc in Rome, and it was 
fiually sold to the Louvre for $40,000. 
Unccub:ediv there are in little out of the 
way places inj England, especfthily in some 


of the country mansions of old English fam- 


iiies, many specimens of the worke of fa- 
rrous masters. They occasionally find their 
way to London auctions rooms in the same 
manner in which the Guido I possess reached 
its umworthy destination. Even within the 
last year several of these discoveries have 
been made. For instance, last summer, at 
Colwyn bay, in Walee-—one of the most re- 
mote of hamlets—a picture was found in the 
house of an elderly lady. It had been pur- 
chased at auction for. a trifle half a century 
eatiier. Recently a visitor examined the 
painting closely, and it turned out to be a 
genuine Rubens, the subject being ‘‘ The 
Meeiing of Bsau and Jacob.” Tt was signed 
by Rubens and dated 1625. it is yet unsold, 
but wil! be put up at Christie's before long, 
and somé say it will bring at least $50,000,

Indig shipped 304,000 
bu wheat last week, compared to 496,000 bili a 
year ago. Australian shipments were 440,000 
bu, against 152,000 bu. ie 

Minnezpolis and Duluth wheat receipts last 
week were 4,341 cars, compared to 4165 cars 
the previous week and 6,230 cars last year. 

Receipts of hogs af the principal western 
packing centerg were 204,500, against 295,600 
the week before and 287,000 last year. 

Wheat was exceedingly dll in-the cash 
market, with priees relatively unchatiged. 
No. 2 red was quoted 1c over September 
and No, 2 hard 4@téc over free onboard. 
Kansas City and St. Louis both reported a 
fair and from the mifils, with prices a 
shade firmer. At Minneapolis No. 1 northern 
was 3c over September. New York wired 
that bids from abroad were on a stronger 
basis than for same time and that there had 
been‘ some Duluth No. 1 northern taken for 
export. A good inquiry for Manitoba «pring 
wheat was also reported Duluth reported 
a cargo of No. 1 hard worked there for ship- 
ment to eastern exporters. Cash corn and 
oate here were unchanged. A better inquiry 
existed for corn, but offerings were not large. 
Local sales were 10,000 bu wheat, 200,000 bu 
corn, 170,000 bu oats, and 45,000 burye.

A bear's view of.durum wheat: “ Many 
traders are making extraordinary efforts to 
eliminate the durum wheat from the spring 
wheat yield, They are claiming it should 
not be considered asa competitor of the so- 
called ‘ bread making wheats.’; that it may 
do for export and for foreign consumption, 
but that it is not good enough for domestic 
use. .To avoid an argument we will grant 
that the last theories are correct, but does 
not every bushel of duram wheat sold abroad, 
either In the raw material or the manvfac- 
tured prod@uct, supplant a bushel of the 
bread making’ wheat? ‘Chis contention over 
durum wheat resembles the mental arithme- 
tic problem given by a teacher to his class 
to scholars: ‘If I bought ten pounde of beef, 
one-third of which was fat, at 12%c a pound, 
what would it cost.’ The majority of: the 
scholars wanted to know if they were to 
include the fat. ‘The fat was included 80 
it is with durum wheat, it must be Included 
in the spring wheat yield and given its full 
value. Those who neglect doing so will make 
a serious mistake. We see no change in the 
situation to warrant belief in higher prices.”

Seat op Approval Like Articles of Merchandise. 


It is the protection and safeguard and at the same 
time the misfortune of the little ones who are put into 
homes by the society that they must be sent “on ap- 
proval.” “They not only are tried and sent back 
much as if they were bits of merchandise,” said one 
of the officers of the society, “ but it is in the nature 
of things that homes’as well as children turn out to 
be ‘misfits.’ In Cecil's case, for instance, I think that 
there is no reason except that the people are old and 
haye found it more trouble to bring up a child than 
they thought it was going to be. Then she has a vivid 
imagination and makes up things, and they are strict 
religionists and think she is telling lies. They don’t 
understand her, and they punish her, and she is afraid 
of them and runs away 

“The inevitable chances of misjudgment must be 
taken,” as explained by this officer, besides the fact 
that ill favored children are sent out in the hope that 
they will be able to stay in homes—a hope that fre- 
quently is disappointed. Again circumstances and 
even fate itself seem to conspire to make the lives of 
these little ones who are*coming and going’ in the 
Englewood nursery, a “moving on” as pathetic and 
aimost as continuous as that of “little Joe.” 

One instance was given in which a girl who has 
been tried in nine different homes and returned as 
“Impossible” lately has been taken into the home of 
the superintendent. She never has been considered 
physically ill, it is explained, but lately close medical 
attention has been given her, with the result that an 
Operation is to be tried which it is believed will change 
the fate of this unlucky little maid who has “ moved 
on” oftenest of any of the children that have come 
tin the society.

She was 
a bright little girl and she had found a good home, 
but fate ordained soon after this little one settled 
down in her new home that she snoute have a long 
and hard illness. 

“She is anzwemic and she has been starved cruelly 
when she was smaller,” said the doctor, and the foster 
mother, although she was a good one, feared that she 
had taken a “sickly child,” and after nursing her long 
and carefully through the illness, dressed her up in 
the prettiest clothes she had—which is different from 
the way most of ¢them do—and brought her back re- 
gretfully. It was the second good mother Mabel had 
lost, and she hardly could stand up against it, but she 
would not cry, and explained why to Mrs. Stebbins. 
“Her mother had said before she died,” said Mrs. 
Stebbins, “‘Now, Mabel, be a good child and promise 
me that you never will look down, but always look 
up.’”

The peacock pheasant, a bird found in Ceylon, is 
@s remarkable almest in his courtship babits. He se- 
lects a space in the jungle and clears it ef sticks and 
rubbish until he has provided a @drawing reom where 
he can receive his expectant company. Then he will 
strut and dance, displaying his beautiful eye spotted 
feathers to the critical eyes of fie hen birds that as- 
sembBie to watch him. By this elaborate courtship the 
peacock pheasant secures for himself a following of 
hens, for he, too, ls a polygamist. 

The golden pheasants and the different species of 
grouse develop new ornaments in their couftships. 
Their wonderful crests and ruffles are not prominent 
until the birds get excited and try to attract the favor- 
able attention of their mates, when the crests and 
ruffles are erected in the most striking manner, giving 
their Owners an aspect which, strange as it is to the 
eyes of mankind, must appear attractive to the hen 
birds, who readily succumb to the fascination. 

Perhaps the most remarkable of all birds, so far as 
courtship adornments are concerned, are the birds of 
paradise. The hens almost always are dull colored, 
but the males are the most remarkable looking crea- 
tures imaginable when thgy are dressed for courting. 
They possess all manner of strangely shaped feathers, 
some long and trailing like delicate threads, some with 


gayly bobbing and shining extremities, some like fu- 


neral plumes. 


There are a few birds im which the hen 
does the courting. A notable example is 
: that strange Australian bird called the 
cassowary. During the breeding season 
the wattles of the hen bécome enlarged 
and brifiiantly colored. At this time she 
has a pugnacious disposition, and woe be- 
tide the cock”bird witl an inherent taste 
for bachelor life who may. cross her path. 
His wishes are not considered and Mrs. 
Cassowary courts him like fury until in a 
short time he becomes in the most literal 
sense a henpecked husband, She is a most 
practical and thoroughgoing reformer and 
refuses to sit om her own eggs, and if the 
downtrodden and reluctant cock rebels she 
files at him and giwes him a thrashing he 
will not forget. 

Even among fish naturalists find signs 
of active courtship. The salmon, stickle- 
back, and especially the pickerel of the 

northern lakes are full of battle at the breeding sea- 
son. Big pickerel often are caught with great scars 
on their side& where they have been gashed by the 
teeth of rivals.

Gambling or not gambling merely is a matter of 
knowledge or ignorance regarding the principles of gam- 
bling. These understood, its occupation is gone. Ite 
disappearance is sure with the cultivation of the human 
brain. 

Sir Hi~am 8. Maxim and Mr. B. Seebohm Rowntree 
of London are two of the latest and ablest students 
of the theory and art of gambling;. and these are the 
conclusions that their recent researches compel. They 
explain in impetuous minutia the wonders of roulette, 
of horse racing, and of the stock exchanges, and for 
all the conclusion is but one. 

The roulette, for example, is described as a wheel 
which Hes on its face with'‘its center on a fixed pivot 
The croupier causes the wheel to revolve rapidly about 
its center and then jerks a small ivory ball in the oppe- 
site direction around the rim. When the ball loses its 
momentum it falls into one of thirty-seven stalls cut 
into the surface of the wheel, These stalls are marked 
in irregular order with the numbers from zero to thirty- 
six in-‘usive; and they are colored alternately red and 
black, except zero, which has no color. 


* co 
Per Cent Always Is Against the Player. 


The even chances, so called because a successful bet 
upon one of them earns the value of the stake, are red 
against black, odd against even, first eighteen against 
second eighten. Zero does not belong to any of these 
groups. When zero appears the bank takes half the 
stakes and thus on the average gains one-half in thirty- 
seven or 1:35 pe nt on the even chances. If the 
gamb§ter bets on a number and wins, the bank pays him 
thirty-five times his stake, instead of thirty-six times, 
and thus wins on the average one stake in thirty-seven, 
or 2.7 per cent from the numbers. “Trente et quar- 
ante,” a game of cards, is also played at Monte Carlo. 
There only are even chances. The advantage Of the 
bank, called refait, can be insured against for 1 per 
cent. 

These small percentages of from 1 to 2.7 suffice to 
bring in an annual profit of about $6,000,000. This, then, 
must nearly be the whole amount taken into the gam- 
bling rooms ‘in the year to be staked. 

If no money were staked twice, but fresh coins used 
every time, and the winnings taken away, the public 
would have to produce a sum which has been estimated 
at $30,000,000 to give the bank the annual profit of §$6,- 
000,000. But most of the gamblers habitually stake 
their winnings until they are lost. And the bank wins 
a sum nearly equal to what the public provides for the 
purpose of gambling. The action of the public affects 
the proportional but not the actual loss. 


* * 


Roulette Players Lose All Their Money. 

If fresh money were staked every time the gam- 
bler’s loss would be only 1% in 60. Uging the same 
coins over and over again, they lose 60 in 60, The 
actual loss is the same in either case, although the loss 
in proportion to the money carried in is extremely dif- | 
ferent. ; 

The bank is sure to win provided the stakes are 
numerous, for in that case its losses over one even 
chance will be balanced by its gains over the opposite 
chances, and the difference between the two, if a loss, 
will be more than compensated by zero and refait. The 
correct guesses on the numbers nearly are equaled by 
the incorrect, any slight preponderance in the proportion 
of one over the other being, if a loss, more than liquidat- 
ed by the bank’s percentage of 2.7. In the long run 
the excess of one colour over another is less than 1.35, 
of one number over another, less than 2.7. 

But supposé the gamblers should not wage civil war 
against each other, but should unite against their com- 
mon foe, betting continuously on one color, say red. 
They gain nothing. Black would appear as often as 
red. Their lesses on -black would equal their gains on 
red, and white (Blanc) would win as mruch as ever. As 
between the aggregate public and the bank, the results 
are the same whether the public backs red only or red 
and black simultaneously, or makes any other bets.

Ne Matter How You Bet, the Bank Wins. 


Doesn't it matter, then, how any one bets? Sir 
Hiram Maxim tells a story of a husband and wife who } 
divided their spare cash equally and agreed to bet in 
level stakes at different ends of the same tables. They 
found afterwards that one had backed red continuously 
and the other black, the net result of their operations 
being a small loss to zero. They couldn't win, but ineith- 
er could they lose except to zero, which appears seldom 
and takes only half a stake. Thus they were sure of 
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a long bout of wagering before titeir money was ex- 
haueted. If they intended to stake a great many times 
they ere foredoomed to tese all, whether they staked 
on red only, or on red and biack simultaneously. The 
public cannot win by backing red, for their wagers are 
so numerous that black’s apped@rances will be nearly 
the same as those of red, while zero will make up for 
any deficiency: but the imdividual who bets seldom 
may obtain an excess of red over Diack, and should keep 
open this chance of winning. Hfence the occasional bet- 
tor may ignore gzero and refaitt, for they occur_but sel- 
dom. = 
Fortunes are ready waiting for those who can 
prophesy the future with any approach to certainty. 
A gr at many think themselves prophets. This belief 
in oneself and one’s judgment produces the systems 
which bring the gambler to the rooms day after day. 
If there were no systems there would be so little gam- 
bling that it would not pay to keep the saloons open.

Systems Fascinate Monte Carlo Players. 


A system is defined by these investigators as noth- 
ing but a mental connection applied to a number of iso- 
lated events. The gambler has control over the number 
and value of his stakes, but as these are subject to 
chance no method of varying them has any effect on 
the likelihood of winning or losing. Therefore, so long 
as opposite chances are not backed simultaneously, no 
system is either good or bad. “This conclusion is so ab- 
horrent to human nature that in practice it is disregard- 
ed by @ll who bet; and scarcely any writer subscribes 
to ft even In theory. That a ‘system merely is an idea, 
that its influence merely is nothing, except in so far as 
it inereases or decreases the sum exposed to chanece— 
is altogether too re~ulsive a view. Nobody follows it 
in practice, M is difficult to find one who consistently 
supports it In theory. Nevertheless, it is the only true 
view.” ’ 

AH systems rest upon the belief that at roulette 
the past affects the future. If red has appeared, expect 
black, and so forth. But we cannot estimate what forces 
are applied to the wheel and ball, and have no reason 
whatever for supposing that a past appearance of red 
can be an impotent item in these forces, or that it has 
any influence whatever. Even if evé did know this the 
knowledge would be useless, for we should have to take

Horse Racing Is as Bad as Roulette. 


Betting on horse races, though under conditions ex- 


tremely different from those prevailing at Monte Carlo, § ~ 


is governed by the same general principles. The horse 
racing Situation is summarized with the sage observa- 
tion thet “It is well known to be foolish’ to prophesy 
unless you know; it equally is foolish to risk a serious 
sum in a bet about a horse’ race anless you have im- 
portant and secret information, a thing of ¢he rarest oc- 
currence, even to professionals. In nearly every case 
the -whole sum of human knowledge about the various 
herses is stated in the bookmaker’s odds. To choose a 
horse from the “field” is to contest the general ver 
dict. Nothing is gained by taking the advice of an in- 
dividual, however honest and able, for his choikte ig 
unlikely to beat the favorite and it does not pay to back 
even favorites.” 

Of stock exchange events it is granted that the 
gambler may think he has a profitable advantage in 
his power of selecting the propitious moment. But the 
price of a stock is a statement of the value put upen 
it by the expert world after considering all the essen- 
tial factors: interest earning capacity, public opinion, 
financial influences, the value of money. 


*+ * 


Stock Exchange Is Fatal to the Amatew.- 

No sensible man would have the temerity to sup- 
pose that he, as an amateur, can estimate the quantity 
and value of these conditions better than the profession- 
als. The amateur who uses a roulette system, or backs 
a horse, or speculates on the stock exchange is assum- 
ing powers of prophecy which are not natural to human 
beings. He is claiming superhuman qualities. 

Gamblers seem gradually ¢o be realizing this. There, 
is a steady growth in the understanding of roulette: 
modern mathematicians know more of the laws of prob 
ability than did Pascal or D’Alembert. Modern system- 
mongers have outgrown some of ‘the superstitions of 
their predecessors. Few now believe in an infallible 
system. The gambling at Monte Carlo is becoming less 
irrational; there is less belief in luck or systems, less 
hope of winning, less persisterice. 

The spirit of gambling, it is suggested, is died 
nearly to the spirit of national enterprise and easily 
may be transformed thereinto. With the growth of in- 
telligence, it is hoped.that the gambler may be domesti- 
cated and harnessed for the use of mankind. 


Shall Science Slay the Hopelessly III? 


T has been questioned gravely by the legis- 
latures of two states—Iowa and Ohio—if 
physicians shall be permitted to end the 
lives of those who suffer from incurable 
diseases. Even a New York minister re- 
cently declared to a body of doctors that 
such a form of scientific murder would 
mark an advance from barbarism to a 

higher civilization. Prominent women and well known 
authors have advocated the same view. 

The doctors themselves, however, declare their 
horror at such theories. Dr. J. Badward Herman of 
Brooklyn, in an article in the New York Medical Jour- 
nal, points out that “the patient who suffers constant 
pain for a long time is the exception. When suffering 
is acute a doctor will not hesitate te use large doses 
of opiate, of a size much greater than would be justi- 
fiable under ordinary circumstances. That is as far 
as any conscientious physician has a right to go. 


* * 
Nature Has a Cure for Intense Suffering. 


“In a lingering death, as has been pointed out by 
George F. Shrady, pain has its compensation by 


developing a tolerance for suffering; and when agony 
becomes too dntense nature has her own anodyne in 
the form of shock, which benumbs sensibility. In a 
mangling accident the spectator really often is more 
distressed than the victim. The symptoms of the 
death throes generally are more trying for those who 
stand by than for the dying person. In a study of 500 
deathbeds, made by Dr. William Osler, with particular 
reference to the modes of dying, he found that only 
ninety complained of pain and distress of one sort or 
another; the great majority gave no sign one way or 
the other. ‘ft is a merciful provision of nature,’ says 
Dr. T. Lauder Brunton, an English physician, unex- 
celled as a careful observer, ‘that almost every indi- 
vidual passes out of this world in a condition of 
anesthesia.’ 

“To say with certainty that a patient, no matter 
how serious his condition, must die, is not so simple 
as it seems, and doctors often erroneously have given 
a fatal prognosis. Dr. Kussmaul, an eminent German 
Physician, who was an enthusiastic dissector, con- 
vinced many of his patients of the wisdom of sub- 
mitting the dead to a post-mortem examination. On 
one occasion he was asked by the father of a girl sup- 


posed to be dyimge te perform an autopsy. The doctor, 
who was himself of the opinion that the girl would 
die, rephied that he could not speak of the matter until 
the girl was dead. She recovered. 

“In another case,” continues Dr. Herman, “a patient 
gsivep up for iost by the family physician, who said 
improvement was out of the question and treatment 
not worth trying, the sick person, under the care of 
another physician, lived two years and nine months. 
Only the other day, in France, a woman who was sup- 
posed to be on her deathbed was sprinkled with nitric 


acid mistaken for holy water. ‘This patient got well. 


The story is told ef a doctor seemeg a patient in an 
apparently moribund state and giving his unhesitating 
opinion that death would occur inside of three hours. 
A week later, driving past the house, the doctor saw 
the supposed dying man busily engaged in repairing 
the front perch. It is related of a well known physi- 
cian that he once saw a desperately sick man in con- 
sultation and some time later sent a bill for his fee 
to the estate of the dead man. But the man himeelf 
answered the doctor’s communication. There seems 
to be no end to such instances of mistaken prognoses.

‘Twhese rib- 
bons are often so long and broad that they cover the 
entire back of the dress. The ribbons are considered

Quaint Ribbon Trimmed Caps. 


In some districts the headdresses are small caps 
brought to a point over the forehead. Sometimes 
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knew that only Christians and other white people 
could be freed by the laws and that Manu forbade sep- 
aration, so they continued to live together and hate 
each other, while Vallub Das despaired ever of being 
freed from her and prayed that she might die. 


these caps are trimmed wiph ribbons that touch the 
ground; again they are covered with silk scarfs drawn 
tight over the forehead and hang loosely over the 
shoulders like the wings of a bird.

In Hétgelroda, near 
Eisenach, they wear the bandanna secaris shaped as 
turbans and the large dark hood.

In some parts the. women build their headgear 
high with pasteboard, covering it with gay ribbons 
and flewers. This sort of headgear is exceedingly 
popular with brides, but they cover the headdress 
with silver instead of flowers. This finery makes 
much noige and is considered a part of the girl's dot.

Petticoats Rainbow Like in Color. 

The young girls wear much gayer colors than the 
older women. Qn holidays they have three or four 
petficoats, sometimes the same, but more often of 
different colors. The waists are soft blouses and silk 
bodices; an added touch of splendor is given by the 
silk aprons, silver necklaces, and bracelets. 

Their dress is the chief splendor—their living and 
amusements are homely; this is especially. true of the 
women who live in mounteinouws regions. Here the 
girls get little schooling; in the winter time they are 
shut in by the cold. and snow. In the spring they g0 
to the valleys below and help their parents in the field; 
this done they gather fruit and help with the vintage. 
They enjoy their work, though the sun does beat down 
on their heads and the rain drives them at times under 
shelter. For it is cold and somber in the winter, and 
the women of the mountains spend their time spin- 
ning and weaving. Though the houses are usually 
small, nearly every home has its “spinnstube,” where 
the women work and invite their neighbors to work 
and to make merry.

This 
singing and dancing late into the night may be vexing 
to tourists, who forget that these Thuringians have 
much more work than pleasure. Still they rejoice in 
the coming of spring, make much of their holidays, 
and are happiest when a wedding is on hand. The 
only luxury they know is their quaint and pictur- 
esque costume, and the making of dolls and working 
in the fields their favorite pastime.

VERYTHING in that city was strange, 
everything was perplexing.

Question Apt to Worry Worker. 


No other question in all 
the ranks of the employed comes 
with such force and insistence to 
the warker. It matters little what the 
amount of the salary, and how many times 
it has been increased in a certain per- 
riod. Again and again the question comes, 
“What can I do that,I may get more money 
for my work?’ In the mere fact that this 
question comes perennially as the green leaf 
on the tree lies much of the difficulty. No 
physician to social e¢onomits evér has writ- 
ten a prescription that approaches a specific 
for the complaint. Every case is individual 
in the double sense of involving émployé and 
employer alike. In a°’sense, every casé of the 
kind is unique, standing alone in-jts enviren- 
ment. 
Before the question presses home to the em» 
ployé two conditions may be regarded as 
having led up toit. .In the first place, he will

Specfalization in nearly every line of human 
endeavor has done more than any other one 
thing toward fixing a certain silary“to a 
certain work. ‘In confining the apecialist to 
his special work the employer éxacts that 
work only of his employé. Opportunity for 
fitting himself to other work may. be denied 


by circumstances to the most ambitious and - 


capable of men. Thus a certain work by 
virtue of ite evolution carries with it a fixed 
recompense. With no opportunity to do more 
comes the logical inability to get more for 
the service, 

Were a bureau of consultation established 
for advising men how to get more salary in 
their present position, its first counter ques- 

‘tion.of the applicant would be, ‘‘ What are 
you doing to make your services more valu- 
able?” As an applicant, can you imagine 
your position if you myst make answer, 
“ Why, there isn’t anything I can do?”

New Opportunities Are Scarce. 
Yet this is the condition of thousands of 


. men who are seeking ways and means to 
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larger ‘ealaries. They are in the position of 
doing @ certain work which commands a ceéer- 
tain price. They have been unable to reach 
out to new opportunities while giving s0 
much of themselves to their work. For the 
average employé in this position to ask for 
an tnecredse in salary is for that employé to 
suggest to the employer the possibility of 
having the work done well enough for even @ 
little less. money than he has been paying. 
As a first proposition there are thousands 
of employers who are inclined to resent a 
request for a salary fncrease. There are 
thousands of these men In employers’ posi- 
tions today who'are proud to say for them. 
selves, “I never in my life asked for an in- 
crease in salary.’’ To the extent that an em- 
ployer recalis this fact he is likely to resent 
one of his own employés asking for more 
money. He is inclined to regard the request 
a@s something. between a holdup and a chal- 
lenge of his own honesty and liberality. He 
is likely to recall that when he wae the age 
of this employé he was getting lese than one- 
third the salary of the dissatisfied man, for- 
getting in all probability that the salary of 
which he ppeaks may be earned now by a 


day laborer in a. ditch. 


What sh@ll the employé under such a man 
do to get more salary? Reoogniging that the 
individual on either side colints for much in 
the question, it is worth this.employé's while 
to consider a new position with a new eim- 
ployer.’ Times have changéd.and are chang- 
ing. The man who will het recognize it in 
his pay roll‘is likely to underéétimate the fact 
in his business operations. For any man to 
tie himself to a fixed specialty at a fixed sal- 
ary while in the course of sane things his 
necessary expenses are growing heavier and 
taxing his income—this is folly H at the ex- 


pense of & change he has a better chance for 


the future.

Whatever may have been the advantages 
of trade unionism to the great majority of 
the workers, the influences of organization 
have made for specialization and for the re- 
sulting fixed price for a fixed work. Thou- 
sands who come under the union regulations 
as to hours and wages are coming against 
a condition which is limiting increases in 
salary almost to hopelesstiess. 

But in spite of these things it still is true 
that a vast army of the world’s workers are 
in positions where in answer to the question: 
‘“How can I get my salary raised?” the log- 
ical counter question is: ‘“‘ What “are you 
doing to get it raised?’ Until this last ques- 
tion is anwwered, too, the applicant has no 
standing a8 an inquisitor in his own behalf. 

In the evolution of the modern salaried em- 
ployé this counter question may not be easy 
of answer. Turning the key to a time clock 
promptly at 8 o'clock in the morning and 
again promptly at 6 o’clock in the afternoon, 
day after day, does not anawer the question. 
Doing well merely those things which come 
to the employé to do may not be enough. Yet 
attempting to do miore than this in so many 
salaried positions may be construed as a gra- 
tuity that miay call’ for resentment, even, 


and threaten the employé in the position he | 


already holds. 
. ”

dislovalty. Especially is stress laid 
upon disloyalty if the demands of the 
employé are based upon a statement 
that In @ competing house the employé has 
been offered more money than he has been 


receiving from his present employer. At the 


least, the employer has been put upon the 
defensive by an employé who has been paid 
for uncomplaining service. 

This is not a destrable condition existing 
between the two principals. At the same 
time modern conditions in the business world 
are making it more and more unexpected of 
the employer that he shall gauge the work of 
his employé and of his own volition make a 
salary increase. Somehow the first move 
must be made by the employé,: and it is in 
the making of this move that all the judg- 
ment, tact, and knowledge of men and things 
possible to the employé become capital in 
this attempt to improve his condition.

New Job Often Is Desirable. 

Specializing in the world’s work is making 
it harder for the employé in one position to 
prove his worth inanother. But this proof 
ie not impossible, and in the attempt to gain 
the opportunity the employé’s first chance 
for display of his intelligence is given. 41 ot 
to get into a place where hidebound circum- 
stance can dictate is a possibile first exercise 
of this intelligence. If ambitious effort is to 
be nursed tt must have a worthy nursery. In 
the ability to choose this nursery wisely the 
worker has taken his first decisive step 


toward his goal. 


“ But,” it may be said, “circumstances may 
force one to take a position in which he 
doesn’t expect to remain?’ 

Here is one of the pitfalls for the man of 
ambition. He takes such a place in an 
emergency; the atmosphere is pleasant, and 
the pay in the beginning might be worse. 
Associations grow up around him, he begins 
to take things for granted, and perhaps be- 
fore he realizes it he is ina position where he 
hesitates to change from 4 certainty to the 
world of chance, yet finds himself dissatisfied 
and without recourse where he is. This is 
the type of man and this the exemplification 
of the position where the employé finds him- 
self at last earning an insufficient salary, 
which his employer refuses to raise, 

* « 
Rewards of Acceptable Service. 

In this position the employé is likely to 
overlook the fact that the employer may have 
some reasons for refusing the increase. No 
man can work long in 4 position of con- 
venience for what he feels is insufficient 
salary without dropping into the’rut of time 
serving. No matter if the employé hag it 
brought to mind that he is under the eye of 
his employer seeking results, it is a little 
more than human nature can encompass to 
hold himself to the hard line of his best 
efforts. If somewhere in the employer's 
plans he is looking for a man for another 
and better position, the time server in the 
hand is not as attractive as the wide awaae 
new applicant in the bush. And always the 
introduction of a new and untried one over 
the head of the old employé serves only to 
settle the time server deeper in the rut. 

What are the salary limits of this position? 
is the employé's first essential inquiry bear- 
ing upon his future income in the place. After 
this question he must decide for himself in 
the personality of his employer whether this 
is the man who will recognise meritorious 
service. He must make sure as he pro- 

gees all the tactful ways and means for 
bringing this recognition to his employer's 
consciousness without ruffling him. 
‘ hen when he has proved himeelf asa busi- 
ness proposition and has mustered all the 
forces of his personality—past, present, and 
especially future—he may find himself in po- 
sition to gét an increase in salary without 
entangling in his methods to that end a last- 
ing prejudice on the part of his employer. 

For salary increases are not to be had for 
the asking. They are the logical rewards of 
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“Muzzling the Ox” Costly;

N the appreciation which a great men here 

and there shows to the men who work for 

: him may be definitely traced much of his 
good fortune. 

Carnegie wisely remarks that In this 
day of competition success comes to the man 
who knows how to avail himself of the work 
of other people. It follows that this achieve- 
ment is due in to the great faculty for 
organization, the new ecience of which is 
that the organization which is strongest is 
built on the welfare of those who are in it. 
To see the extent, however, to which the suc- 
eess of the employer lies in the success of the 
employé, and to show the kindliness to the 
latter which rings true, requires the gift of 
heart as well as head. 

It was always the policy of the Carnegie 
company to find men who had this gift as 
leaders. Capt. Jones was considered by its 
head to be the best manager his businessever 
hed, because he not only had at heart but 
expreseed interest in his men. “ The skilled 
educated manager of today can use no Weapon 
so effectively with skilled men a# the supreme 
force of gentleness,. the manner, language, 
action of the educated man,” says the sage 
of Skibo. Material rewards were never lack- 
ing. either, foranybody who showed the least 
ability to further the interests of the Carnegie 
company.

Don’t Mazzle the Qz. 

Frederick P. Olcott, the retired president 
of the Central Trust company, is a firm be- 
liever in the maxim, “ Thou shalt not muzzie 
the ox that treadeth out the corn,” and dur- 
ing the later years of his connection with 
the trust company many employés were re- 
warded with presents equal toa whole year’s 
salary. There are many stories of his gener- 
osity, but more than for these, he is noted 
for the kindliness of manner that has car- 
ried expression of friendliness to the men 
who have worked for him. 

Clement Griscom Jr., who became a poner 
in the business world at 34, is a good ex- 
ample of the same tactics. “ His manner,”’ 
says a writer who knows him intimately, “ is 
a curious blending of outspoken frankness 
with a native courtesy and chivalry arising 
from a seemingly intuitive un and 
sympathy with those around him. Itis per- 
haps a recognition of this understanding

It is this same attitude toward the menarhe 


work for him that makes Thomas Welsh the 
idol of the miners even more than the things 
he has done for them. The great boarding 
house which he has put up in the vicinity of 
his chain of mines for his men is e sampleot 
the things he has done for their comfort. The 
bathrooms, furnished with porcelain lUned 
tubs, the luxurious sleeping rooma for '400

HE habit of saving counts more than 
the amount saved, especially in the be- 
ginning. Those who continually are 
planning to save some day, when it 
shall be convenient, seldom save any- 

thing, at any time. Those, on the contrary, 
who make a practice of saying regularly 
find it possible to save under conditions de- 
cidedly unpromising. And thesmallest sums, 
saved steadily, in due season, make totals 
of surprising size.

Dropped Cigar Money in Bank. 

A loving and thrifty father rendered possi- 
ble the special course his young son de- 
sired and needed by “ going halves’ on the 
cigar question and outlay during the boy's 
infancy and high school years. Every time 
he smoked a cigar he dropped an equivalent 
sum into a small bank, kept for the pur- 
pose and periodically emptied in the bigger 
bank’s favor, with a result as physicaily 
helpful as mentally satisfactory to him. 
Another impecunious but affectionate father 
for years saved all the loose change found 
in his pockets when he drew his weekly sal- 
ary to purchase little refinements and lux- 
uries for his family. Guitars, violins, con- 
cert and theater tickets, holiday trips, and 
many other good things came out of the 
“spare change fund” and left nobody feel- 
ing the pagrer. A mother, saving all the 
pennies that came to her household purse, 
purchased a fine dictionary, a plano, a good 
picture, in a surprisingly short space of 
time. 

A bright Chicago girl started off to college, 
not long since. There is not much money in 
her family, and a friend expressed surprise 
that so good and expensive ap educational 
center could be afforded. 

“O, mamma’s to blame for it, bless her!’’ 
was'the prospective freshman’s pleased ex- 
planation. ‘‘ She's been saving for my col- 
lege course ever since wasababy. Father's 
salary never has been large, and a cent a 
day was all she could afford for some time; 
but even that counted up slowly, and later 
other small sums were added, with all the 
mioney gifts my numerous and good natured 
relatives made me. By and by, asl grew up, 
I earned a little by fancy work and so on, 
and, taught by my careful mother, placed 
these in the bank also. Now—I'm not likely 
to become a collegiate Crassus, and I expect to 
make all the extra money I can from the first. 
But. my legitimate expenses all have been 
planned for, and even if I never make any~- 
thing while at college I shall be able to 
graduate, with care.” J 

Other parents who believe in systematic 
saving successfully have adoptedother meth- 


ods of accumulating a little money for the 
benefit of their children. In some cases 6 
lump sum has been invested, during infancy, 
for future use, or an endowment insurance 
policy, maturing at the right time, rendered 
an adequaie amount of “ college cash" pos- 
sible. In others the slow but sure methods 
éasier for salaried people, though ne less 
effective, have been calle@ into service. One 
dollar weekly can be spared by many families 


without pinching, and $52 a year is worth * 
i\saving. Even $1 monthly ts better than 


nothing with the varied needs of ¢he pros- 
pective young man or young woman in view. 

There are wage earners who, never 
affluent, never are penniless or without the 
moral support of a small capital back of 
them. These have acquired the habit of 
saving and find it as easy to maintain agsany 
other habit. The lowest saiaried man in a 
shop or office frequently bas the largest bank 
account to be found in that group of work- 
ers. There are other salaried tollers who, 
much better equipped for saving, hever know 
what it is to have a spare dolar on pay day. 
These, however capable and vigorous, should 
oonsider the possibility of iliness or misfor- 
tune, the probability of missing good monéy 
making chances for lack of financial leeway, 
the certainty of death or old age,

Trifiing Sum Means Independence, 
For this class of individuals there is small 
hope until the error of their ways is seen and 
conquered, though the fact that they are 
spasmodically provident -holde promise. 
Those who do not care or wilh not take the 
trouble to save untfl such action becomes 
easy may acquire financial wisdom through 
some sudden need, perhaps entailing the sac- 
rifice of independence or sélf-respect, the 
necessity of refusing a friend assistance, or 
even yet sharper suffering, of the unsaved 
dollars so lightly spent and squandered. 

And for the vast, unthinking multitude of 
those who, always meaning to save & ttle 
“some time,” push that time further and 
further into the future, there is but one safe 
rule to follow. 

Begin today-—not next.week or tomorrow— 
and save a little out of each pay check or 
envelope.

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- Science Makes Milk 
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Only 3,000 Bacteria in Drop.

HEY are making pure Jersey milk out 
ef Holstein, Hereford, Durham, or 
even just “scrub” milk within a few 
miles of Chicago. In the processes 
requisite to the transformation a 
Sranch medical laboratory is first. The 
laboratory on Thursday of last week was 
yemoving 2,280,000 bacteria from each 15.5 
drops of the milk as delivered, leaving only 
44,000 of the original 2,320,000 bacteria in 
these drops to continue on into Chicago. 
But of these mere trifling 3,000-odd bacteria 
to a drop of purified milk the Columbus med- 
ical laboratories in Chicago will begin at- 
testing tomorrow morning by seal upon the 
bottles that not one of these minute or- 
ganisms may menace the digestive economy 
in man or beast. 
“* Ogonated " milk from this new plant is 


_ to be different. For weeks in the Columbus 


laboratories it has been injected into the ab- 
dominal cavities of two guinea pigs a day, 
and notwithstanding the fact that this milk 
has lain outside the digestive apparatus of 
the little creatures they have gone on eating 
and eating and eating as only a guinea pig 
ean.do without stopping.

Danger in Looking at Milk, 
This laboratory in the plant.is unique. 
There is nothing like it anywhere else in the 
country. Through its memoranda it has been 


“-@tscovered that you can't even look at milk 
* “without danger of contaminating it. 


Dr. 
John A. Wesereér of the chemistry depart- 


“ment of the Columbus laboratories admits 


that merely by peeping into tanks and vats 
in the beginning of the experiments some of 
“the milk that ran through the processes had 
more bacteria in it in the bottle than it had 
‘dn the farmer's can. ’ 
But nowadays no one may see the milk 
from the time it is sriffed sharply at the 
receiving platform by the weigher until it has 
had a féw thousand gallons of McHenry 


“eounty air forced through it and has slipped 


into the bottle from the bottler and is fitted 
in a second with paper and metal cap. Itis 
not believed that any one is ugly enough to 
sour milk by looking at it, but it is the proof 
of laboratory methods that raising the lid of 
a@ vat for a man to look in may undo all the 
work of steam, ozone, and ammonia colls in 
the process. 

‘For this reason wherever the moving milk 
in the plant might otherwise come in contact 
with air it must percolate through sterilized 
cotton batting. In the sterilizing tank, 
where steam at 140° to 143° is turned upon 


at for half an hour, it is moved constantly 


to prevent the possibility of scorching. 


= cd 
. Milk Thoroughly Aerated. 
When it is time to turn thecountry air into 
the vat the greatest precautionistaken. An 
air tank, boiler tight, is connected with a fan, 
and the fan in turn connects with the milk 


‘Yat. The air tank is provided at the bottom 


with sterilized absorbent cotton twenty-four 


‘‘tnehes deep, through which the air drawn in 


is filtered. This air is blown at high pressure 
through the milk in the vat, aerating it and 


“ccoling it to a temperature of 60° or below. 


From the vat the milk is forced again to 
the second story of the plant, and into a 
room where from troughs at the ceiling the 
milk is allowed to trickle down over a series 
of pipes cooled by an ice machine. Here the 
fluid is reduced to the temperature of the 


» ofdinary ice box and from this point flows 


down again to the bottling machine at the 


“front Goor of the plant. A cardboard cap in- 


serted in the neck and a metal cap put over 
the other’ completes the bottling for the cer- 
tifying ‘tag of the Columbus labofatories. 


“This reads: 


“We certify that this bottle of ozonated 
milk containé fat, 8.6 to 4.6 per cent; solids, 


- ° 
Disease Bacteria Burned Out. 
The laboratory knows that the milk is free 
from disease bacteria, for the reason that not 
the longest lived of these germs will stand 
140° of heat for thirty minutes. These 
bacteria that may menace in ordinary milk 
ere those of tuberculosis, typhoid fever, pus 
germs, and possibly those of anthrax. Of 
the 44,000 that may escape into each 15.5 
drops of the milk most of them are the bac- 
teria of lactic acid, butyric acid, and sarcinia. 
Any of the disease germs that may have been 
in the milk are dead; any bacteria of the sec- 
ond group are harmless, many of them serv- 
ing the purpose of flavoring. 
The greatest work of the laboratory in the 
handling of this milk is to make it germ 
proof between the dairy and the consumer. 
To do this the routine necessary before the 
laboratory seal is placed would appa! the 
old time farmer of a generation ago, when 
milk on the farm was more or less a nuisance, 
anyhow. But the laboratory, not satisfied 
with treating the milk, is doing some un- 
~exampled missionary work among the dairy 
-fatmers of McHenry county. The result ifs 
that many of the uninitiated consumers of 
milk in that section of the country are noting 
the absence of “ that cow taste " in milk that 
never has been through the doors of the 
plant. 
At Cornell and Leland Stanford untversi- 
ties within a year the public at large had 
-@ccasion to awake to the pathological side 


Is free from preserva- . 


of milk. It learned that contaminated water 
could contaminate the milk of the cow that 
drank the water, and that the milk in turn 
could be the instrument of death in an epil- 
demic of typhoid. For years the same public 
bas known, through scientific investigation, 
that a tuberculous cow gave tuberculous 
milk, which transmits consumption to the 
buman being. But this same public has not 


. known ‘that a cow tested repeatedly for tu- 


berculous infection when she has not the dis- 
ease may fail to react after awhile when she 
may have contracted theijl. “ Kill the germ 
in the milk ”’ therefore has been the philosphy 
of the laboratory. 


+ 
How Milk Is Tested, 
It is not uncommon to find 400,000 bacteria 


in, tae regulation 15.5 drops of milk as it 


comes to the dairy. For milk received in the 
city to show only 50,000 bacteria, without 
treatment, is phenomenal; But this method 
has taken milk with 2,000,000 germs and re- 
duced it to 12,000 within an pour. 

It is not easy to colonize these bacteria in 
only 15.5 drops: of milk as it comes to the 
plant. Each man delivering milk at the sta- 
tion has his cans emptied into the weighing 
tank and before the fluid is started down- 
stairs in pipes a sample is dipped from it, 
bottled, and passed to the laboratory with 
the farmer’s number on the top. To find the 
butter fats and to test the solids are simple 
enough. To get a line on the germ contents 
takes time and care and patience. 

The glass dishes in which the cultures are 
made are taken from the paper in which 
they were wrapped at the time they were 
washed and in which they have been sub- 
mitted to a heat scorching the paper till it 
will crumble away from the dish and its cap. 
Three drops of milk are taken from the sam- 
ple bottle and put into a sterilized bottle con- 
taining 1,500 drops of sterilised water and 
from this mixture of milk and water three 
drops of the solution are put into the cu™ure 
dish and fed with the bouillon substance 
upon which the laboratory germ feeds and 
thrives. In four days these germs are ripe 
for the counting. 

At the bottom of the culture dish they as- 
semble in colonies, some of them of gray, 
furry appearance, and as large as the print 
of a man’s’ thumb; others a mere furry dot 
not larger than the head of a pin. In count- 
ing, the clear glass is placed over a diagram 
ruled from a common center to cut the circle 
into eighths. A little addition, multiplication, 
and division determine the bacteria to be 
found in the basic 15.5 drops of milk. 

o * 
Experiment on Guinea Pigs. 

In addition to the wark of this branch lab- 
oratory the main laboratory in Chicago has 
been receiving the same sample from the bulk 
of the assembled supply at the plant and 
testing it for disease germs by inoculating 
guinea pigs. Two animals every day have 
been subjected to the test. This consists in 
forcing the milk into the abdominal cavity of 
the pig and waiting for developments. 
Tuberculosis, typhoi@fever, athrax, or pus 
germs alike have marked reaction on these 
litle animals, but in the experience of the 
laboratory with the pigs only one of the little 
creatures died. 

“ Experiment stations in the several] states 
have had chemical laboratory methods in 
experimental plants,’ said Dr. Wesener, ‘“‘but 
for the first time we have made the labora- 
tory a business adjunct to a commercial! milk 
business. It-is time that this was done. Pure 
milk has been talked of’ for years, but the 
question of what milk is pure is as hard to 
decide today as it was ten years ago. Only 
the laboratory test and laboratory supervi- 
sion can make certain.

“This country never has given the atten. ~ 


tion it should have given to pure milk prod- 
ucts. Denmark of all the countries of Europe 
has undertaken through the government to 
provide inspection and regulation of the 
dairies of the kingdom with the result that 
Danish butter is known and sought all over 
Europe. In our laboratory methods we are 
showing the need for the proper handling not 
only of the milk, but of the cows that produce 
the milk. ’ 
* * 
Brought Home to Farmers. 

“In a general way the average farmer in 
the United States knows that experiment 
stations are studying dairying as they are 
studying other farm specialties, but some- 
how they don’t come in touch with stations’ 
results. They miss the bulletins, or they read 
and say: ‘ Well this is experimental work 
with experimental conditions, and doesn’t 
apply here.’

How to Apply for a Position.

O begin with, in writing a letter of appli- 
cation for a position, always use plain, 
white, unruled letter heads of full sheet 
business size, writing on one side of 
the paper only. 

.. Don't use fancy stationery if you are a 
. man. It is effeminate, and will cause your 
letter to he ignored nearly every time. 

Don’t use fancy stationery or scented 
sheets if you are a woman. It is unbusiness- 
like and writes ‘‘inexperience,”’ “ incapa- 

- bie,” -all over your letter. 

Be sure that the letter sheet and the en- 
velope is clean and that the stamp is placed 
properly... Fold the letter twice and place ‘t 

in @ long, narrow, commercial envelope. If 
possible, have your letter typewritten and 
_gigned in your handwriting. 

Make your letter as concise and complete 
as possible. 

Read your letter over at least ten times 

_ before you send it out. 

Always. start the letter by giving the 
name of place from which it is written, fol- 
lowed by date, all in one line, written on the 

wpper right hand corner. In the left corner, 
about an-inch below, write the name of the 
firm to which you are writing. Then, re- 
turning to theleft, directly under the first let- 
ter of the name, write “ Dear Sir” or “‘ Dear 
' Madam,” as the case may be. 

Be careful of the spelling. If there is any 
possible doudt about a word consult the 
dictionary. Under no tion send out 
a letter that has a crossed out word or a biot 
io it. Space out the words at the right so 

‘as to make a solid, not a jagged edge, down 
the page. 

Don’t exaggerate your qualities in your let- 
ter. Simply tell in a straight manner what 
‘your qualifications are that would fit into the 
requirements, and if recommendations are 
asked for state them briefly. ;

Factory farms are Chicago's onion farms, 
reached for a single fare on the electric cars 
from the heart of the city’s 
congested districts. Polish and 
Italian women are the. farm 
hands, and the farm crops are 
set onions. In the spring the 
seed is planted in rows»on farms of sian 
500 acres in size. Soon after the news is 
spread to the women that they are needed 
for weeding. With their coming the farm 
assumes the aspect of a factory rather thana 
farm. The women are marshaled thirty to 
the acre, each at the beginning of a row of 
the sprouting onions, and then on their 
knees they go cown the long rows, pling up 
the weeds from between the young onions 
with their fingers. Three or four times each 
summer this is repeated, the women return- 
ing to their city homes each evening. At 
harvest time all,\the available women and 
beys are pressed‘into service.

ENATURED ov under the new 

law which is to go into effect Jan. I, 

1907, has attracted a good deal of at- 

tention from the farmers of the coun- 

try and from persons who under the 
law have hopes of establishing themselves 
in the business of manufacturing it for 
commercial purposes. 

At the present time, however, the detatis 
of the law are within the keeping of the 
commissioner of internal revenue for evolu- 
tion and to be framed for practical purposes 
only with the consent of the secretary of the 
United States treasury. Whether the con- 
ditions finally prescribed by the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue will make it pos- 
sible for the small manufacturer to make 
alcohol on a small scale is to be questioned. 

So far as the act is concerned making 
tax free alcohol, it allows of no more than 
the withdrawal of aicohol from the desig- 
nated bonded warehouses and which, when 
made impossibie for drinking purposes in 
the presence of revenue officers, is allowed to 
be taken out, tax free. The wording of the 
legislative act itself is illuminating as show- 
ing the wide latitude given the commissioner 
of imernal revenue.

* . .« - Domestic alcohol of such degree of 
proof as may be prescribed by the commis- 
sioner of intérnal revenue and approved by 
the secretary of the treasury may be with- 
drawn from bond without the payment of 
internal revenue tax, for use In the arts and 
industries, and for fuel, light, and power, 
provided the said alcohol shall have been 
mixed under the direction of an authorized 
government officer, after withdrawal from 
the distillery warehouse, with methyl aico- 
hol or other denaturing material or materials 
or admixture of the same, suitable to the use 
for which the alcohol is withdrawn, but 
which destroys its character as a beverage 
and renders it unfit for medicinal purposes; 
such denaturing to be done in the presence 
of a government agent upon the application 
of any registered distillery in denaturing 
bonded warehouses specially designated or 
set apart for denaturing purposes only, and 
under conditions prescribed by the commis- 


' gioner of internal revenue. 


“The character and quantity of the said 
denaturing material and the conditions upon 
which said alcohol may be withdrawn fr-e 
of tax shal] be preséribed by the commission- 
er of internal revenue, who shall, with the 
approval of the secretary of the treasury, 
make all necessary regulations for carrying 
into effect the provisions of this act.

Petails Not Yet Announced. 
“ Distillers, manufacturers, dealers, and all 
other persons furnishing, handling, or using | 
alcohol withdrawn from bond under the pro- 


visions of this act shall keep such books and 
records, execute such bonds, and render such 
returns as the commissioner of internal rev- 
enue, with the approval of the secretary of 
the treasury, may by regulation require. 
Such books and records shall be open at all 
times to the inspection of any internal rev- 
enue officer or agent.” 

Six months’ time has been given to the 
commissioner of interna] revenue for pre- 
scribing the details of carrying out the free 
aléohol law and for the administering of 
the statute, It is certain that these regula- 
tions for manufacture scarcely can make 
possible a distillery to be operated in 4 small- 
er way than the distilleries now rua under 
tax conditions. Under the provisions of that 
act itself there ig nothing indicating that 
alcohol can find its way to bonded ware- 


‘houses through different channels than those 


now imposed by the internal revenue lrw. 
The tax on free alcohol, denatured, is not 
considered in the law until under regulations 
prescribed by the commissioner the bonded 
alcoho] is rendered unfit for the human 
stomach in the presence of a government 
agent. Not obly this, but the alcohol is not 
to be denatured and released until in espe- 
clally designated denaturing warehouses an 

application shal] be made by a registered dis- 
tillery to have the government agent appear 
and supervise the denaturing according to 
the conditions =e 4 the commissioner,

In the processes, however, the government 
needs to guard against the recovery of the 
spirit through redistillation which shall make 
it palatable. One of the provisions calculated 
to discourage possible redistillation, how- 
ever, is the punishment for such offense, pro- 
viding a maximum of $5,000 fine, five years in 
prison and the confiscation of all property in 
any way connected with the carrying out of 
the unlawful act. 

The corn crop of the United Statesis placed 
at 2,500,000,000 bushels. Corn is rich in alco- 
hol, but under present conditions little of it, 
comparatively, goes into that product. It is 
figured that the steer and hog of the farm- 
yard consume 80 per cent of this vast corn 
crop. Out of the remaining 20 per cent of the 
érop must come the corn starch, the glucose, 
and the corn alcohol, to say nothing of the 
cornmeal consumed in the households of the 
nation. 

Alcohol may be produced from other cereals 
an@from potatoes and other vegetables. It 
has been figured that without the tax the 
spirit might be manufactured and retailed as 
low as 18 cents a gallon. It is not believed 
by many persons that alcohol for power will 


displace gasoline to any great degree. In - 


many ways, however, it is cheap fuel and 
a cheap light, cleaner’'than is any of the 
pro@ucts of the crude petroleum.

N SPITE of opposition on the part of archi- 

tects and builders; a Mrs. William A. 

Glasner has succeeded in having built ac- 

cording to her plans a unique home which 

is to solve the servant problem. . For sey- 

eral years she struggled with the problem 

of keeping good servants and was worsted, 

for the cook refused to wash, to scrub, or 

clean, and the housemaid and laundress ¢qually were 
unobliging. 

It was after one of these household difficulties that 
Mrs. Glasner began to plan her servantless house with 
the help of her husband, and these were the require- 
ments: 

1. It must be on one floor. 

2. There always must be plenty of hot water, sum- 
mer and winter. 

3. There must be the most cheerful kitchen which 
could be built. 

4 There must be few rooms to take care of. 

5. Everything must be arranged to make work easy 
geo there would be no need of servants. 

6. There must be plenty of windows end no accom- 
modations for servants. It was in fact to bean ideal 
home for only two people, husband and wife. 

* 


Upset All Conventional Notions of Architecture. 


The architects were in despair when they saw. the 
requirements and the plans Mrs. GlaSner had made. 
They upset all theories on building and were voted im- 
possible, but Mrs. Glasner was determined and in the 
end succeeded in finding an architect who carried out 
her plans, and the result is an ideal home. 

The house, or rather bungalow, for it follows the 
plans of California bungalows and is built in a rambling 
sort of manner to accommodate the rolling ground on 
which it stands, is in Glencoe on Sheridan road, beside 
one of the ravines which are so characteristic of that 


~ suburb. The outside walls are of wide, brown stained, 


undressed boards joined together horizontally -with pro- 
jecting battens, this simple treatment forming a per- 
fect harmony with) the trees which surround the house. 
An octagonal extension on the east side is carried to 
the roof and forms one of the most charming little sew- 
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ing rooms a woman could’dream of, while another octag- 
onal room near ‘tthe entrance makes an ideal den that, 
in case of visitors, is furnished with a lounge bed so as 
to be wsed for a bedroom. Then there is an octagonal 
Summer house connected with ‘the porch by a rustic 
bridge that goes across a small ravine at the back of 
the house. The plain roof is broken only by a large 
chimney. Under the wide eaves an almost continuous 
series of windows runs around,the house, giving the 
sunlight for which she stipulated. The windows are in 
groups of three with a large stationary plate in the 
center to give an unobstructed view of the lovely sur- 
rounding landscape, and flanked on either side by case- 
Ments of decorative glass.that open éutward, cottage 
fashion.

Basement Has Laundry and Boiler Room. 
On the west, where ‘tthe sloping bank admits of it, 


‘the house is two stories. to allow basement room for 


the laundry and boiler room, and a large room which 
later is to be turned into a billiard room. Small deco- 
rated windows light this. 

- On entering the front door, which is as unconven- 
tional as the house and its owners, one steps at once 


‘Into the living room( 20 by 27 feet), with the octagonal 


den 15 feet in diameter opening off of it. On one side 
of this living room is a great fireplace built wp to the 
Wall, made of artistic dull brick and largeQgnough to 


*accommodate good sized logs. Beside this fireplace is 


& built in seat with a row of wirikdows over it, while on 


the opposite side, under the casements with their broad 


sills, run low built in book cases filled with the favor- 
ite books of the owners. The walls and ceilings are 
banded simply with a system of woo@len strips thet 
Serve to outline various wall. surfaces, and there are 
few moldings and no fancy tgsim to catch the dust. 
From this living room opens a large bedroom (16 by 
20 feet) with two great closets, one for the master and 
one for the mistress, and also a beautifully tiled bath- 
room that also can be entered from the hall that goes 
from the living room to porch. - The little octagon sew- 
ing room also opens from off the bedroom, and makes 
a charming little dressing room.

No Dining Room in the House. 


There is no dining room in this house, for, as its 
Mistress said: “A dining room often is the ugliest 
room in a house, and it is one more unnecessary room 
to keep clean. It-és only convention that dictates that 
Wwe must sit down in state to eat our meals. People 
who come here look around and say: ‘Why, where is 
the dining room? ‘They seem to think ft half savage 
to eat on the porch as we do. In cool weather we will 
eat in front of the big glowing grate fire, eo you see 


we do not need a dining room. Then, too, not having 
‘a dining room does away with so much work. You see- 


I have a two deck cart, and when I wash my dishes 
and silver I put them on it. I also place thereon the 
meal entire when it is ready to serve, so all go together 
to the porch or living room in one trip. The courses 
are served from this cart, and the dishes are placed 
on the lower shelf and all finally are wheeled back to 
the kitchen to be washed when the meal is eaten.” 
This cart, by the way, which is a great labor saving 
Proposition, is an idea of the owner. 

Mrs. Glasner wouldn’t.have a dark kitchen. She 
Wanted it on the south side of the house. The architect 
didn’t, but it was her house and she had her way. She 
Says that “most kitchens have for view <arbage boxes, 
and it isn’t any wonder that women .. ~orking in 
them.” Her kitchen, which opens directly . | | Begee 
room, “so that when she has compahy she : talk 
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and cook at the same time,” is a marvel of convenience. 

Tt has four south windows, one on the east side and 
one on the west side, and is as light, sunny, and airy 
as it is possible for a kitchen tobe. It contains one 
large enameled sink with a removable drip board that 
easily can be cleaned and sun dried, and the whole side 
is lined with cupboards and compartments, some with 
glass doors and some with wooden ones so that all the 
mistress has to do is to reach up over the long working 
table, or counter as it might be called, that is below 
them and get what she desires. Then there are several 
bins for flour, spice boxes, and the like, all built within 
reach so that there ts no need of extra steps. The gas 
range stands conveniently close to the work table. There 
is an office stool that Mrs. Glasner sits on when wash- 
ing dishes or preparing vegetables, and near the range 
is a great “comfy” ooking rocking chair to rest in 


awhile the cooking is progressing. ‘The’ kitchen fixtures 
are curved so there are neither cracks-nor crevasses 
¢ 


where dirt can lodge. 

The big screened in porch is back of the kitchen and 
opens from off that room dnd also from off the long hall 
that leads into the living room. The ice box stands be- 
tween the kitchen and the porch, and from the porch 
leads the little rustic bridge across the ravine that takes 
one to the beautiful little octagonal summer house. 

| Near the Kitchen are the steps that lead into the 
basement, where there is a tiny and convenient laundry 
with set tubs and the heater that is used for keeping 
the water hot, summef and winter, and which can be 
used also for boHing the clothes. The rest of the base- 
ment is. yet unfinished, and should its owner decide 


there is space for several rooms. down there beside the 


billiard room contemplated. 


The furnishing of the house is as’ quaint as the house 


~ 
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itself, for there are in it many things that collectors 
delight in owning. In the bedroom is an old four poster 
mahogany bed,’ and an old fashioned mahogany bureau 
to match. In the sewing room is another old bureau 
with glass knobs which was rescued by Mrs. Glasner 
from several coats of yellow paint. She thus found the 
mahogany underneath.

Furniture 1s Quaint and Old Fashioned. 


In the large living room are good old fashioned rock- 
ers and easy chairs, a spinning wheel and a flax wheel,. 
both like the other pieces—heirlooms. There also is an 
old fashioned mahogany table or two.and a pair of 
andirons that give just the right touch ‘to the fireplace, 
and ‘old fashioned candlesticks in abundance. There 
ate no curtains and heavy portieres to keep out air and 
gather dust, and the thorough cleaning that the ‘rooms 
receive once a week at the hands ofthe undress who 
comes to do the washing and ironing is sufficient to keep 
it immaculate. 

Mrs. Glasner considers her housework-a joke in her 
new. home, and: frankly says she would not change 
Places with any one, and unselfishly desires that other 
women be told of the attraction.of| housekeeping in her 
way. She is sorry for the: women dependent on serv- 
ants, while every woman who:enters this beautiful, ideal 
home longs most ardently tofchenes places with its mis- 
tress, and men.who view it sigh regretfully and say: 
“How I'd like to Hve in a real home like this, but ours 
is such a big uncomfortable place.” 

It may be interesting to add that the cost of the 
building of the howse was. moderate, and the daily 
household expenses and maintaining of the home are, 48 
the mistress expresses it, “so small as to seem almost 
absurd.” , ria 
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LMOST 200 white girls-in Chicago are mar-

Why they marry Chinamen is as easy 
to answer as why white women marry 
white men: the reasons are as varied and, 
in most cases, the motives are the same, 

The astonishing fact that on @n average of over one 
a month, young and pretty white girls become the prides 
of Chinamen has been revealed by an investigation of 
conditions among the Chinese. The fact that the war be- 
tween Russia and Japan and the downfall of the white 
race before the yellow has inspired not only the Japs but 
the Chinese with new claims of equality, if not superior- 
ity. is declared to be shown by the great increase of the 
number of marriages between white girls and Chinamen 
in Chicago and the other large cities of the United States 
within the last year. The war, it is claimed, wiped out 
to a great extent the abhorrence of tie whites for the 
yellow men, besides bringing the Chinamen forward 
with new claims of superiarity, a claim that is felt at 
heart by every oriental in the world.

Some of the Reasons Given by the White Wives. 
tut. while this wiping out of racial lines certal mby 
has had its effect upon interracial marriages, the rea- 
sons assigned by the white brides of Chinamen for their 
alliances are varied and interesting. The reasons -as-

Money. 


Opium. 
Eliminating opium—which is one of the principal 


reasons—and the ratio of motives is not far from that 
which inspires all others in marrying.

That is that a Chinaman, when he takes 
a white bride, wipes out her past entirely ang, no mat- 
ter what she might have been, she, as his wife, is 
honored.

The expense of bringing a wife from Chima, the diffi- 
Culties in getting her into the United States, practically 
bar the rest of the 4,800 Chinese from marriage at all, 
unless they find white wives, for the Chinese and the 
negroes have greater aversion for each other than the 
whites have for either. 

Strange as it may seem, the Chinaman longs for home 
life more ‘éven than most bachelors do. He is a home. 
creature and he needs the aid and companionship .of 
woman. If he is not inspired by longing for home come 
forts and a desire to escape from the little dingy room 
which he rents from the agent of his tong, or if he is 


snot in love he wants a housekeeper and some one tc 


cook for him and care for his home. 

The courtship of a Chihaman and a white géri is an 
odd one, for the celestial is as cunning and as wise in 
love as he is in business:pr in social life, He sets Wis 
eyes upon the object of his adoration, and, having made 
hp his mind that he wants her, he begins unobtrusively,

Is Lavish with His Money During Courtship. 

He never considers marriage until ‘he is financially 
able to support a wife, in which he differs from the white 
races, but, like the whites, he believes in the.power of 
money to make courtship easy—and he spends lavishly. 
It may take him weeks to attract the attention of the 
object of his love to himself, but once he* has: made her 
acquaintance and broken down the racial barrier, his 
progress is tapid. He spends mionéy, ‘he banqvets her 
in the private rooms of chop suey restaurants, he feeds 
her on high Spiced foods, and—it t& Ph ar if then she 
does not agree to marry him, he does not surrender and 
mourn ‘the 1088, Dut he inveigies her into smoking opium 
—and, having once tasted the charms of “the pipe,” 
she is his. For a few weeks she smokes. 

Then perhaps she is arrested in some’Chinese house, 


dazed and filled with opium dreams. When she is bailed 


out by the Chinaman who does a professional bond 
business she returns. She knows the police will pick 
her up if she is found in the Chinese haunts, and then 
comes a proposal of marriage. ~-

Lives a Secluded but Not Slavish Life. 


The gifl knows that, once married, she can smoke 
hop as long as she pleases, in hér own home, secure 
from molestation by the police, and secure and certain 
of opium 4&8 long as she may want ft. So.she becomes 
the bride of the Chinaman, and tounges in the gilded 
den he fits up for her, scarcely ever caring to go out—: 
even were she permitted; which she seldom is, except 
in company with her lord and master, who, during his 
leisure moments, delights in taking her out, attired jin 
her most gorgeous gowns, to dine with Aim. 

But not half of the brides are won’ by opium. Some 
admit that they married Chinamen while under the fn- 
fluence of the drug, which killed the prejudices against 
Chinamen, but the reasons alleged Hy the others are 
varied. | ' 

Naturally, the Chinaman’s chances of meeting white 
women are not numerous or auspicious. They méet 
them sometimes in chop suey restaurants, At the coun- 
ters of stores downtown, and in the missions. An in- 
vestigation of the oid tradition that white women and 
girls who work in.Chinese missions are won by China- 
men revealed the fact that, so far as the mission work- 
ers themselves and,the Chinese know, ther® is but one 
guch case on record in Chicago.

Marriage’ of Mout Lop to Miss Taylor. 

That was when Mout Lop, then a mefchant on South 
Clark street, marriéd Miss Nellie Taylor, a young south 
side girl whom he met in the mission where she was 
visiting, she being only interested in the work and not a 
teacher. That case, so far as can be learned, was one 
of infatuation on both sides. Lop was thhandsome and 
spoke Eiiglish fairly well and the girl was young and 
pretty, a member of a well to do family living on Thirty- 
first street, They fell in love and, despite the protests

of the girl’s famixy, she insisted upon seeing him. Less 
than a month after their first meeting they were mar- 
ried and Lop, selling his Chicago business, took her to 
Boston, where he established her in gorgeous quarters, 
The girl returned to China with him and then came 
back to America and still is living with him. 


That the Chinaman might become & dangerous rival 


of thé white man in love affairs if he had equal oppor- 
tunities ie shown by the fact that, in a period of eighteen 
months in 1904-05, six girls In one department of une of 
the big downtown department stores mafried Six China- 
men, The first raid upon the department beauties was 
by Hop Sun, who won @ pretty young bride and took 


her away. ;

Six Marriages from One Department Store.’ 

Whether her marriage to the Chinaman and the visits 
of her chums to her beautifully furnisied ttle flat on 
the south side caused the stampede or whether the 
friends of Hop Sun’ met these friends and improved 
their ppportunities for courtship is not stated, but at 
any rate five others on that floor wedded Chinamen in 
the next year and a half. 

Hop Sun refuses to tell the maiden name of his white 
wife and she refuses to tell the names of ther friends. 
When questioned as to why she married a Chinaman 
Mrs. Hop Sun grew a bit tndignant: 

“Opium had nothing to do with #. -My husband doés 
not smoke and not one of his friends who married the 
white girls that;/I know smokes. I married ‘my husband 
because I liked him and because he is kind and gen- 
erous. I have plenty of money and plenty of clothes, 
I have my own servant and Hop insisted on my mother 
coming to live with us, She cares for him almost as 
she would for her own son, , 

“True, I don’t go out much, exeept with him. I 
married a Chinaman, and I intend to live as he wants 
me to live. My friends and I exchange calls. We go to 
the theater, and I have my baby to care for. I am 
happy and have comforts that no white man I could 
have married would have given me.” _ 

But the other side of the story is told by Mra. Kee 
Yan, @ north side bride of two years:

Mrs. Kee Yan Could Not Do Without Opium, 

“Why did I marry a Chinaman?” she repeated dully. 
“Why, to get ‘hop. I had troubles. I was working as a 
servant girl. One night two young men took me and 
another girl to see Chinatown. I, smoked dope to see 
how it tasted. It made me sick. The next night I went 
back and smoked again—and after that I liked i. Tt 
made me forget. 

“The police arrested me. Every time they found 
me. inia Chinese house I was arrested, Twice they sent 
me to the bridewell and I almost died. Kee let me sleep 
in the room back of his place and was kind to me. He 
shielded nie from the police and bailed me out. He 
wanted ® marry me. I hated Chinamen, and do now, 
except when I smoke opium. Then I don’t care. I had 
to have hop, so,I married Kee. He has been kind to 
me. He won't let me go out, but I have food and clothes 
and opium. Iam happy when I have opium—but when 
I don't, I hate Kee.” 

The social life of thé white brides of Chinamen jis 
limited in the extreme. Not only are they barred from 
any intimate secial life with the Chinese wives, but the 
lines between the tongs are closely drawn. If a white 
girl marries 4& Chinaman and her chum happens to 
marry a Chinaman of another company they cannot 
meet except as strangers.

White Wives Dress Extravaganily. 


In their own households they rule—if they prove good 
housekeepers there is no trouble, They are supplied 
with plenty of money to spend for household wants and 
with more than enough for themselves; They dress 

utifully and, in most cases, the only compleint ut- 
tered by them is that they are forced to live in syual'd 
neighborhoods. The Chinaman’s idea of comfort at home 
means the interior. He does not care about the ex- 
terior, how dingy, or even dirty, it may be, and he 
never is in the market for exclusive resilience property. 
An alley appears to sult him better than a etreet, and 
he seems to prefer a downtown street, the narrower 
the better, to suburban property. 

The Chinese colony in Chicago is more scattered than 
any colony of any of the other large cities of the United 
States, Of the 4,800 Chinese in the city about 650 live 
in Chinatown along South Clark street from Van Buren 
to Harrison. Recently, since the police cleaned out the 
dives along Custom House place and left them standing 
vacamt, the Chinese and the Italians made a simul- 
taneous rush to occupy the old brown stone mansions 
so long given up to vice. The honors were even. The 
Italians secured more houses, but the Chinese got pos- 
session of the best and largest of them and the popula- 
tion of Chinatown increased accordingly. 

* * 


Chinese in Custom House Place. 

The houses were secured mostly by the capitalists 
of the different ‘tongs, and they were opened as rooming 
houses for Chinese workers. Over at least three of these 
houges white brides of wealthy Chinamen preside as 
mistresses and attend to the work of cleaning and 
scouring the entries, hallways, and corridors. The ten- 
ants themselves attend to their own rooms. 

These ro@mers pay strictly cash in advance, giving 
from $5. to $12 a month for their quarters, and the

_Aesaee of the house never molests them. Indeed, the 


head of the house attends to all their wants, ets them. 
out of trouble if they get caught in some raid on a 
gambling joint or poker game, and his white wife at- 
tends to all the duties except collecting thé tent, for 
no Chinaman will pay his debts except to the Man him- 
self, refusing utterly to have business dealings with 
women. 


When a white girl marries a Chinaman the problem : 


of the mother-in-law is settled at the same time. In- 
stead of taking the comic paper view of the mother-in- 
law, the Chinaman insists on treating her with even 
more regard than he does this wife, and in perhaps a 
third of the households in which white brides live with 
their yellow husbands the girl's mother is one of the 
inmates who is honored and treated with deference.

Treats His Mother-in-Law with Great Respect, 
Frequently, when there is trouble between the 
Chinaman and his white wife, it is her mother who takes

daughter and helps straighten matters out. 

This deference to the mother-in-law is marked. The 
Chinaman marries “the whole family,” as the Amer- 
ican saying is, and as n as he settles down to house- 
keeping with his.whitée bride hé ingists that.ehe shall 
send for her mother.

in most cases, th® deference and courtesy, the little at- 
tentions shown her by. the Chinaman, soon win over

His mafiner towards her always is one of courtesy 
' e. He gives hér money, provides ‘well for 
her material wants, and she is won over to the belief 
that perhaps her daughter did well in choosing such @ 
man. , |

Polish Beauty from the Stockyards. 

Only a few nights ago, down in the South’ Clark street 
district, Kip Lung, who married Annie Keakas, a girl 
he met down in the stockyards district a few months 
ago, received his mother-inlaw, Mrs. Keakas, in his 
home, where he and his wife were spending the honey- 
moon. The woman, who had worked hard all her Hfe, 
especially since she came from her home in Polani 
with her now dead husband to find work in the yards, 
was left alone when her pretty daughter married the 
Chinaman. 

The girl, perhaps 20 years old, te of a heavy, stolid 
type of Polish beauty, and she had worked in the meat 
trimming room of one of the big stockyards plants, She 
met Kip in a laundry. He admired her. The girls who 
worked with Annie saw the attentions of the Chinaman

A plutiiber and steamfitter 
is flanked by a real estate man, who swaps gossip with 
the proprietor of a coal, hay, and feed store to the 
west. To the west of the coal yard an insurance 
agency leads the way to a hardware, cutlery, and 
sporting goods store, and next to this last is a mani- 
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her ease while her aged mother swept the hallways, did 
the cooking, and served the meals. Annie’s lack of con- 
sideration for her mother had shocked the celestia! 
sense of duty and he had reproved his -wife. 

Although in their private life the Chinese husbands 
assume a sort of equality with their white wives and 
permit the white girls more freedom than -they would 
a native wife, it should not be judged that they lay 
aside Chinese customs. The fact that they treat the 
white women more liberally is mainly due to the fact 
that the Chinamen who marry white girls are the more 
Americanized Chinamen. In private they meet their 
wives on an equality and, indeed, in many cases, it is 
sai that the women are absolute rulers, if not tyrants, 
in their “home lives. But in public, -when Chinaman 
meéts Chinaman, the woman must drop back to the po- 
sition accorded wives in China. it, they attend a banquet 
the wife must sit with the other wives at a separate 
table, and, if there are both white and Chinese wives 
at the same feast, the whites and Chinese are placed at 
separate tables, and they are served after their lords 


are served.

Women Hold Minor Position in Public. 


In public the women must at least pretend to hold 
a minor position. Some of the white wives have ob- 
jected to this, but their objections are of no avail, for 
the Chinaman will not yield even for an instant his 
dignity—ank yielding to his wife in public would mean 
irretrievable loss-of that precious dignity. 

There is one\other odd thing about the marriages 
of Chinamen to white girls, and that is the fact that 
the Chinamen, in\ picking their wives, appear to affiliate 
naturally with two other nationalities. The majority of 
the white wives of Chinamen either are Irish girls or 
Poles—why, no one seems to know. From whatever 
class of society the Chinaman selects his wife, she gen- 
erally is of one of thése nationalities. Some of them 
are American girls and, indeed, most of the recent in- 
termarriages of the races are American girls—at least 
since the Japanese-Russian war, which appears to have 
broken down a lot of racial prejudice.

Romance of Louie Sing, the Interpreter. 


The society leader of Chinatown—at least of the tong 
in which her husband is one of the big men—is Mrs. 
Louie Sing, whose husband is perhaps the best known 
Chinaman in Chicago. He is known to almost all Chi- 
nese and to thousands of whites because of his bright- 
ness, his quick wit and sharpness in business, as well

as his ability as an interpreter. It is Louie Sing upon 
whom the Chinese depend when they get into trouble, 
for he is interpreter and bail bondsman as well, and he 


stands high with the police. He pleads their cases in 


justice courts, arranges their bail ponds, and helps them 
in the transaction of their business; especially with 
white men, such as the signing of leases and renting 
rooms, as well as straightening out their papers when 
the Chinese commissioner wants to inspect them to see 
by what right they are in America. 

Louie was what is eolloquially known as a hot sport 
up to the time of his marriage. He dressed well and 
handled a big string of Chinese laundries, besides being 
a big nfan in his tong and standing high with the police. 
He was known as honest and, by the police, as a “ wise 
chink.” He gambled in those days, Mke most young 
men gamble, and it is recorded down on South Clark 
street that the limit when he played fantan was the 
ceiling of the basement. He never touched opium, but 
smoked the equally deadly cigaret of the white man, 
and he ate Mandarin dishes and attended theaters.

How He Paid Court to the Dancer. 


Louie \was getting rich and therefore he began to 
think of taking unto himeelf a wife. 

Louie married and actress—“ Allee samee Melican 
sport.” 

But Louie chose well his wife. He found her dan- 
cing in a theater downtown, and after that he attended 
the show steadily and in time the bright eyes of Trixie 
Phiefi, the premier dancer in the show, noticed the Chi- 
naman. He managed to meet her and within a short time 
his friends noticed that Loule no longer was trying to 
lift the roof in fantan games or plunging on poker. 
They suspected something, buf evén when they saw 
him in the chop suey palaces with the clever little dancer 
they did not suspect matrimony. 

Barly in June Louie met Miss Phiefl one morning, 
and together they went to get a license, and then 
alone they appeared before Justice Reth over on the 
north side and were .married, after which they re- 
turned to a hotel on Clark street and settled down. 

There was wrath both among the white and yellow 
friends of Louie when they learned he had been married 
quietly and without inviting them to the feast.

Then Loute settled down in earnest to get rich. His 
laundries were paying and he had them scattered over 
many parts of Chicago, he was doing a jam office busi- 
ness as interpreter at Harrison street station and in 
the justice shops throughout the city. 

When the police order cleared Custom House place 
Loule Sing saw his chance. He at once leased one of 
the big brown stone houses and, choosing the best rooms 
for himself and this wife, he let out the rest to the 
men who work. He had a theory that roomers prefer 
cleanliness, provided they can get it without too much 
trouble or expense, 80 he employed a negro janitor 
and made his house the cleanest in the quarter. 

The house became popular and Louie, who is one 
of the most suecessful rent collectors of the day, has 
every room filled and is doing a big business, with a 
long waiting list. |The roomers seldom try to cheat him 
or beat him out of their board bills, If bad luck comes, 
if they lose too much at,fantan, the limit is five days. 
They must pay up or get out. 

In this house the actress wife presides in luxury, 
with all the heavy Work done by the janitor. Recently 
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Loule brought his mother-in-law to Chicago and in- 
stalled her in his howsehold,

“ Why white gifls marry Chinamen?” repeated Louie 
when questioned, “He like her, she like him. Tha’s 
all.

Mrs. Sing Never Touches Opium. 


Louie Sing never touched opium, nor does his wife 
know it except by the pungent smell] that sometimes 
permeates the entire quarter, especially on Sundays and 
on big feast days, when the population of Chinatown 
suddenly trebles or quadruples in a few hours. ' 

But the story of Lulu Palmer, a Chicago girl . who 
recently ran away from Chicago and went to St. Louis 
to wed Lee Linn, is different. The girl undoubtedly was 
fascinated by the idea of marrying the almond eyed 
celestial, but that her love was inspired by opium ¢he 
calmly confesses. 

“Why do we marry Chinamen?”’ she asked. “ Be- 
cause we love them, of course.” Lee Linn was standing 
by and grinning. He did not see the wink that Lulu 
gave the inquisitor.

Children Seldom Come in Mixed Marriages. 


The Mings are exceptions. Few of the white wives 
of Chinamen bear children to their thhusbands. They 
are the rule as regards language, for not one of the 
white wives found in Chicago even claimed to speak 
Chinese. They pick up words and expressions, but as 
to mastering the language, it is beyond them. Their 
husbands do fot desire it, they being busy learning the 
English language, in which their wives are of yast help 
to them. 

“They learn the bad words,” said Louie Sing, laugh- 
ing. “They seldom get past that. Like bahy—learn 
bad words first. Swear in Chinese, talk English.” ' 

As to the children resulting from such unions, they 
are few and far between. One notable exception dn Chi- 


cago ts found in the case of Lee Heing Ing. whose white 
wife bore him six children, four boys and two girls. 

- Strange as it may seem, it is apperent that the 
Chinamen in this country have but little degite to get 
wives from China. Perhaps the expense is one of the 
considerations, and more probably it is the reselt of the 
low esteem ih which womankind is held in China. The 
Chinamen who come to the United States do not leave 
sweethearts behind them, and such a thing as a youth- 
ful attachment is unknown in China. They come to the 
United States with the element of romantic love en- 
tirely ‘eliminated. Perhaps if they have left a wife 
behind In China they may send for her later—or may not.

When Chinese Girl Was Held in Slavery. 


There is only one authentic case of a Chinese woman 
being held in slavery in Chicago, and that happened 
years ago. A Chinaman, then prominent in South Clark 
street, who kept a genéral store, purchased a young 
Chinese girl and brought her to the United States. 

The rule among Chinese in thesé cases is that the 
woman must work for the man @ c¢eftain number of 
years to pay the cost of her passage to America, he pay- 
ing the tong. In this case the merchant, after about 
a year, sold the girl to another Chitmmian. The case 
was discovered by the police and the girl was set free. 

Getting back to the question as to why the girls 
marry Chinamen—the marriages aré in 99 cases out of 
100 legal and binding. In the majority of the cases the 
previous life of the woman has been bad. In many cases 
she is a woman with a past that does not bear investi- 
gation. Yet there are scores of cases in which the bride 
is a woman of spotless record. 

The women who have been bad usually marry to get 
a comfortable home and a hiisband who will treat them 
with respect and give them money. In these alliances 
the Chinaman himself usually ie the sufferer, alth@ugh 
from the records and current gossip it i@ certain that 
the celestials have a way of their own in handling and 
controlling women.

Make Their Wives Be Good. 


Their wives, no matter what they have been before 
marriage, usually bé@have themselves, and, further than 
that, conform strictly to the rules laid down for the 
government of wives by the social laws of China. 

One wife—a woman who but for the marks of dis- 
sipation would be considered beautifulconfessed that 
she married a Chinaman for the chance to reform. 

“White people,” she said, as @he lay in a bunk in 
her home in the Twenty-second street district, “ never 
would have given me a chance to reform. Twice I tried 
to lead a good life, once going to a strange town and 
seeking employment as a servant. They spotted me out 
even there and drove me back. The man I married was 


a waiter in a chop joint where I sometimes went to eat. * 


He was kind to me. When I was broke he fed me any- 
how. One night I was wet, and cold, and hungry, I hed 
not eaten that day and had been drinking the night de- 
fore. I went into the place to get something to eat, 
knowing that I could get credit there. This man—who 
is more of a man than the white things that throw their 
money around in this district ever will be—took me into 
an alcove. He brought me food. I told him I was broke. 
He smiled and said it was all right. I saw him take 
money from his own pocket and pay my bill, just as if 
I had paid it. 

“When I got money I went back there. He denied 
that I owed anything and said I must be mistaken. We 
became friends, and when ‘he asked me to marry him f 
was ready. He took me away from the old life and bac 
me back my eat sagl 


Willing to ie: the Past. 


“There is more charity in the Chinaman than there 
is in all the white people put together. We have quar- 
reled since we were married and almost fought, but Lai 
never has thrown up my past to me. He's too good for 
me.” 


There are many other cases of white girls marrying» 


Chinamen which, on the surface at least, appear to re- 
sult in contentment if not in happiness. George Wong, 
down on Clark street, married a handsome Polish girl, 
Yet Joie married a white woman. Charlie Lem rejoices 
in a white wife, and Frank Mot is happily married to an 
American girl. , 

They appear to get along peaceably and without. 
much'strife. The wives usually are jealous and reseiit- 
ful, sometimes desperately suspicious of their husbands, 
and the police say that most of the family clashes are 
the direct resuits of the suspicions of the white wives. 
Yet, so the police say, the suspicions of the wives usual~ 
ly are unfounded. “They make pretty good husbands,” 
says Detective Lenahan. “They don’t beat or mistreat 
their women@-white or yellow. I have been here for 
years, arid the only serious fight I every saw was about 
thre. Weeks ago. The Chinaman appears toe hold his 
white wife In high esteem and to be proud of her. They 
have but little trouble between themselves, and, when 
they do, the woman is to blame in the majority of cases.” 

There are many other cases in which Chinamen 
have won white brides. and not the least among these 
was the marriage of Grogg Wong to Miss Mary Horrsz, 
who at the time of her marriage lived with her parents 
at 1806 Indiana avenue. The girl was young and hand- 
some, and undoubtedly the Chinaman was enamored 
of her whether or not she was of him. Their married 
life apparently has been a happy one. 

Frank Mol, one of the most prominent Chinamen 
in Chinatown, married Miss Georgie Bartlett. and

“Mos: of the girls.” he says, “are down and out. 
The Chinamen take them and treat them kindly, pro- 
vide them with clothes and food. The question of love 
is waived by both sides, but in time the girl comes to 
love and really admire her husband. He exacts few 
conditions, and he seldom holds up her past against 
her. He has money, and they get along pretty well if 
the girl is inclined to do the right thing.”

On gowns of this description, and puffings, cordings, 
4 Pimitings, and little perpendicular ruffles standing 
either way rival braids and galloons which are put on 


straight or curved and often are laid with one edge 
over bias strips of velvet. Taffeta is used in the kilt- 
ings and puffings and ruffies where the material itself 
is not thin enough to allow of manipulation. For 
voile, eolienne, and taffeta, all of which are to be used 
for the winter indoor gown, self trimmings are used, 
which add tremendously to the style of the dress and 
will add as much to the price when it is made outside. 
It is in the knowing how to make these effective trim- 
mings and avoiding ‘the use of braids and galloons, 
which have a way of running into money rapidly, that 
the woman who wotke for herself finds her oppor~ 
tunity. 

The first trimming shown is the one that is ap- 
plied to the blouse dress in five bias bands surmounted 
by little pleitings. The bias bands are of the 
self material and the kiltings are of taffeta. The 
double bias folds when finished should be about one 
and one-half inches, and the little folds of taffeta are 
one inch wide. The last is doubled equally when it is 
plaited and it is best to sew at the foot a taffeta cov~ 
ered cord and in with the same seam attach the bias 
bands. When completed and turned over the cord 
appears at the top bf the band. This trimming is 
sewed to the skirt by blind stitches between the cords 


and the bands.

GS FOR WINTER GOWNS. 


The second trimming can be made of silk taffeta, 
surah, mousseline de sole, eolienne, or even the goods 
of the gown if it is not too thick, as, for instance, 4 
Hghtweight broadcloth. Broadcloth costumes also are 
trimmed with this puffing done in the thinner mate- 
rials, as chiffon and mousseline de sole. Again it is 
one of the favorite trimmings for velvet suits and 
gowns, replacing to a great extent the silk braid. For 
velvet, surah, and taffeta often are used and again it 
is the fancy to use puffings of chiffon on velvet 

This trimming is composed of a bias gathering 
with a beading at each side and in which the stitches 
are hidden under little bias taffeta bands of the same 
color or darker. The whole thing when finished from 
one bias: heading to the other is one and a half inches 
and is cut two and a half inches in width to allow of 
turning the hem, which is caught by the same ma- 
chining used in gathering. Two and a half times, the 
length should be allowed for gathering, and one-third 
inch is left in the headings beyond the gathering 
threads which may or may not be concealed by the 
tiny bias band of silk. It may be made also with the 
edges turned directly over the cord. This trimming 
is adjusted as shown and is curved in any of the 
many ways formerly used in cable cord trimmings. 
One of the prettiest applications of it is seen when 
made in silk and put around the neck opening and 
sleeve edges of a velvet blouse. The circles are ob- 
tained easily by slipping the inner part of the circle 
close and fn drawing the gathers on the opposite sides. 

This trimming, while not new in itself, is new in 
many of its applications and is seen in many rows on 
the. bottoms of skirts, the blouses being touched with 
it more lightly. 3 

The third trimming {# pretty done in wool goods 
and consists of a side plaiting hemmed at both edges, 
which is doubled over a large cord. This plaiting 
should be about two and a half inches after it is dou- 
bled and should be cut six inches, allowing @ half inch 
on each side for hems. After basting the cord through 
the plaiting «titch close underneath it on the machine, 
runtiing the work through in such a wgy as to spoil 
the regularity of the plaits. The result is the trim- 
ming of little ruchings standing out each way as seen 
in No. 6 and applied as in the first figure in the pic- 


ture. This trimming also is put on in figure % 


around the bottom of the skirt, which are formed by 
using two rows of it, laying them in long, waving 


A slightly different arrangement of the puffed 
trimming is to run it in the wavy line before de- 
scribed around the bottom of the skirt, this crossing 
another similar line at regular intervals. In the oval 
or curve of these two lines is set an embroidered me- 
dallion or motif of lace. In black taffeta gowns treated 
with either black or white lace motifs the effect is 
lovely, while in colored taffetas, which are to be much 
used this winter, the same treatment is charming with 
lace dyed to match. The strip of the gathered trim- 
ming can be cut in lengths to be arranged in ovals or 
squares at intervals on the skirt in which again the 
motifs can be used. Passementeries which often will 
be found to cut up into motifs combine with these 
silk puffings with quite as good effect as lace. 

If you possess any beautiful or antique buttons 
in however limited number don’t fail to take advan- 
tage of the present craze for them. They can be util- 
ized in pairs or in fours to the best advantage on: the 
front of a bolero or on an empire corsage or belt, no 
matter what may be their size or shape, provided they 


are artistic and quaint.

More Natural. 


At the present day, if you ask’ the average 
theatergoer about the merits of the play that 
he has lately been to see, he will praise it 
not for its stately speechés nor its clever rep- 
artee but because its presentation was “‘ so 
natural.’’ He will tell you that “ Delancey ” 
gave an apt and admiral reproduction of 
contemporary) manners in New York; he will 
mention the make of the automobile that 
went chug-chugging off the stage at the sec- 
ond curtain fall of “‘ Man-and Superman,” or 
he will assure you that “Lincoln” made 
him feel the very presence. of the martyred 
president his father really saw. 

These different classes of comments, writes 
Clayton Hamilton in Smart Set, give evi- 
dence of three distinct steps in the evolution 
of the English drama. During the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries it was essentially 
a drama of rhetoric, throughout the eight- 
eenth century it was mainly a drama of con- 
versation, and during the nineteenth cen- 
tury it has grown to be a drama of illusion.

It gererally is conceded that the form of 
drama in any age is conditioned by: three in- 
fluences which are always brought to wear 
upon the playwright; the physical conditions 
of the theater in which the pley is produced, 
the methods of the actors by whom it is 
played, and the taste of the audiences be- 
fore whom it is performed. Each of these 
influences has tended through the centuries 
toward a greater naturalization of stage con- 
ventions.
